Baptisms  were  recorded,  beginning  in  the  year  1785,  but  from  1791  to 
1798  the  “Regular  Register”  was  kept  irregularly,  and  records  are  taken 
from  notes  left  by  the  ministers. 

The  names  of  parents  are  followed  by  the  names  of  the  children,  and 
dates  of  birth,  except  where  ‘B’  indicates  date  of  baptism.  In  the  very 
early  days,  occupations  of  fathers  were  recorded. 

What  appear  to  be  discrepancies  are  copied  just  as  the  records  were 
made,  and  rnanv  variations  in  spelling  will  be  found.

RECORDS  IN  THE  STATE  OF  DELAWARE 

The  newspaper  stories  of  the  Roosevelt-du  Pont  wedding  have  brought 
Christiana  Hundred,  Delaware,  to  the  attention  of  readers.  The  name 
Christiana  was  given  by  the  Swedes  in  honor  of  their  queen,  who  came 
to  the  throne  at  the  age  of  six. 

During  the  month  of  May,  we  were  searching  for  records  in  Delaware, 
and  found  many  interesting  old  churches  in  the  State,  but  almost  nothing 
of  the  early  church  records. 

The  Head  of  Christiana  Church  in  White  Creek  Hundred  was  organized 
in  1708,  and  for  two  years  church  services  were  held  in  Fort  Christian. 

The  Pencader  Presbyterian  Church  in  Glasgow,  Pencader  Hundred, 
was  probably  organized,  before  the  Head  of  Christiana  Church,  by  those 
living  on  the  Welsh  Tract. 

In  1742  Margaret  Williams,  widow  of  Roger  Williams,  of  Pencader 
Hundred,  gave  land  to  the  Presbyterian  Congregation. 

Reverend  Welbon,  the  pastor  of  these  two  churches,  has  carefully 
searched  for  every  record  extant  of  these  churches,  and  has  published  them 
in  two  hooks.  We  met  Reverend  Welbon  in  his  home,  and  we  also  searched 
what  remains  of  the  records  in  the  Presbyterian  Historical  Society  at 
Philadelphia.

Baptisms  were  recorded,  beginning  in  the  year  1785,  but  from  1791  to 
1798  the  “Regular  Register’  was  kept  irregularly,  and  records  are  taken 
from  notes  left  by  the  ministers. 

The  names  of  parents  are  followed  by  the  names  of  the  children,  and 
dates  of  birth,  except  where  ‘B’  indicates  date  of  baptism.  In  the  very 
early  days,  occupations  of  fathers  were  recorded. 

What  appear  to  be  discrepancies  are  copied  just  as  the  records  were 
made,  and  many  variations  in  spelling  will  be  found.

Baptisms  were  recorded,  beginning  in  the  year  1785,  but  from  1791  to 
1798  the  ‘'Regular  Register”  was  kept  irregularly,  and  records  are  taken 
from  notes  left  by  the  ministers. 

The  names  of  parents  are  followed  by  the  names  of  the  children,  and 
dates  of  birth,  except  where  ‘B’  indicates  date  of  baptism.  In  the  very 
early  days,  occunations  of  fathers  were  recorded. 

What  appear  to  be  discrepancies  are  copied  just  as  the  records  were 
made,  and  many  variations  in  spelling  will  be  found.

ECONOMICAL  SEARCHING 

If  the  residence  of  a forefather  is  not  known,  searching  in  many 
parts  of  the  country  is  necessary  to  locate  his  record;  or  his  record  may 
be  found  only  to  state  that  his  parents  lived  in  a distant  town.  Other 
problems  require  searching  in  various  and  distant  places. 

The  records  of  deeds  and  settlements  of  estates,  found  in  the  County 
Offices,  form  a census  for  the  early  days,  and  valuable  data  is  found 
there.  The  index  names  all  buyers  and  sellers,  but  an  entire  deed  must 
be  read  for  other  names  which  may  be  mentioned.  If  a man  dies  and 
leaves  no  will,  the  entire  family  is  usually  named  in  the  deed,  when 
any  of  his  property  is  sold. 

When  searching  church  books,  cemeteries,  etc.,  the  name  of  more 
than  one  family  can  be  kept  in  mind. 

For  some  time  we  have  been  combining  searching  problems  to  the 
financial  advantage  of  those  who  are  trying  to  find  ancestors,  as  each 
one  pays  only  for  the  time  involved  in  his  particular  search.

Baptisms  were  recorded,  beginning  in  the  year  1785,  but  from  1791  to 
1798  the  “Regular  Register”  was  kept  irregularly,  and  records  are  taken 
from  notes  left  by  the  ministers. 

The  names  of  parents  are  followed  by  the  names  of  the  children,  and 
dates  of  birth,  except  where  ;B’  indicates  date  of  baptism.  In  the  very 
early  days,  occupations  of  fathers  were  recorded. 

What  appear  to  be  discrepancies  are  copied  just  as  the  records  were 
made,  and  many  variations  in  spelling  will  be  found.

There  are  frequently  things  in  your  lists  which  I do  not  understand. 
They  look  ragged  to  me. 

With  cordial  wishes,  I am 

If  there  is  anything  about  the  arrangement  of  the  records  in  this  maga- 
zine that  you  do  not  understand,  will  you  please  tell  us  just  what  it  is? 

Many  hours  of  thought  and  work  are  used  to  compile  these  records, 
and  present  them  in  the  most  helpful  form.  If  you  do  not  comprehend 
them,  the  effort  is  lost. 

Are  the  ragged  edges  caused  by  the  fact  that  we  do  not  use  ditto 
marks?  Indentation  is  used  in  place  of  ditto  marks. 

If  more  than  one  reference  to  the  same  family  name  is  given,  the  sur- 
name is  printed  for  the  first  person  only.  The  relation  of  the  references, 
which  follow,  to  the  preceeding  name  is  indicated  by  indenting  that  line. 

Close  attention  to  punctuation  will  assist  in  correct  interpretation 
of  the  records.  * 

A period,  (.),  ends  that  one  statement. 

A semi-colon,  (;),  indicates  that  references  so  divided  all  pertain  to 
the  same  subject. 

Much  benefit  may  be  derived  from  a careful  study  of  the  B and  L 
in  reference  to  dates  which  preceed  the  names  of  church  members.  All 
church  notes,  minutes  of  meetings,  etc.,  are  studied  to  give  you  this  date, 
because  it  is  important. 

B — indicates  that  the  individual  joined  the  church  by  baptism.  From 
this  we  assume  that  he  was  joining  a church  for  the  first  time,  therefore 
he  probably  had  lived  in  the  town  for  some  time,  and  had  reached  the 
age  where  he  desired  church  affiliation. 

L — indicates  that  membership  was  granted  in  response  to  a letter 
from  another  church.  It  may  therefore  be  assumed  that  the  member  came 
from  another  town,  and  upon  changing  his  residence,  brought  a letter 
from  his  former  church  home. 

These  assumptions  are  not  facts,  but  they  are  clues  to  help  you  to 
search  for  the  facts. 

When  there  is  no  notation  preceeding  the  name,  it  is  because  the 
date  and  manner  of  admission  have  not  been  noted  in  the  church  books. 

d — following  the  name  of  a church  member  indicates  that  he  was 
dismissed  from  the  church  at  that  time, — that  he  received  a letter  of 
dismissal  from  the  church  where  he  held  membership,  and  was  recom- 
mended to  the  care  of  another  church.  Presumably  he  moved  to  another 
town. 

D — indicates  death  at  the  time  so  stated. 

In  the  records  of  Marriages  and  Obituaries  from  the  Buffalo  news- 
papers, the  persons,  who  are  named,  were  residents  of  Buffalo,  unless 
it  is  otherwise  stated.

Early  Church  Records 

FIRST  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH,  ALBANY,  ALBANY  COUNTY,  N.  Y. 

(Continued) 

Baptisms  were  recorded,  beginning  in  the  year  1785,  but  from  1791  to 
1798  the  “Regular  Register”  was  kept  irregularly,  and  records  are  taken 
from  notes  left  by  the  ministers. 

The  names  of  parents  are  followed  by  the  names  of  the  children,  and 
dates  of  birth,  except  where  ‘B’  indicates  date  of  baptism.  In  the  very 
early  days,  occupations  of  fathers  were  recorded. 

What  appear  to  be  discrepancies  are  copied  just  as  the  records  were 
made,  and  many  variations  in  spelling  will  be  found.

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Obituary  Reuben  Chamberlain 

Grace  E.  Chambelain,  Highland  Park,  Mich.,  great-granddaughter  of 
Reuben  Chamberlain  sent  the  following  interesting  article  taken  from  the 
February  1852  issue  of  the  ‘ Wyoming  County  Mirror.” 

This  well  known  pioneer  has  gone  to  another  country  from  which 
none  returns.  He  departed  this  life  Tuesday  morning,  the  17th  day  of 
February,  about  4:00  o’clock,  1852. 

Until  within  about  a week  of  his  death  he  had  been  in  the  enjoyment 
of  health  and  strength  to  a remarkable  degree,  when  suddenly  he  became 
speechless  and  helpless,  in  which  condition  he  remained,  with  little  change, 
until  his  final  exit. 

He  was  born  the  16th  day  of  January,  1769  in  Westmoreland,  New 
Hampshire,  from  which  place  he  removed  with  his  father  to  Orwell, 
Vermont,  at  the  age  of  15  years.  His  father  was  a soldier  of  the  Revolution, 
and  a minister  in  connection  with  the  Baptist  denomination. 

In  the  winter  of  1802-03,  Mr.  Chamberlain,  in  company  with  two  of 
his  neighbors,  Messrs.  Warren  and  Selleck,  started  in  search  of  a home  in 
the  wilds  of  Western  N.Y.  Their  journey  had  been  delayed  for  some  time 
from  a w’ant  of  snow  so  they  had  resolved  to  travel  on  sleds,  which  proved 
a very  unsatisfactory  mode  of  conveyance  after  they  had  descended  into  a 
warmer  region  and  found  themselves  on  bare  ground. 

In  this  emergency  their  Yankee  ingenuity  did  not  forsake  them.  Desti- 
tute of  the  mechanical  resources  of  the  present  day,  they  were  not  dis- 
couraged. In  a short  time  their  sleds  were  mounted  on  wheels,  sawn  from 
an  oak  log  which  they  chanced  to  find,  with  a sapling  for  an  axle-tree.  In 
this  way  they  proceeded  till  they  came  to  snow  again  in  the  vicinity  of 
Utica.  The  wheels  were  so  elevated  from  laborious  drudgery  to  a position 
of  diginity  and  respect,  and  the  runners  were  again  subjected  to  service. 
In  the  neighborhood  of  Bloomfield  the  order  was  again  reversed,  and  on 
the  West  side  of  the  Genesee  River  another  change  occurred;  illustrating  a 
prominent  feature  of  modern  society,  where  the  workingman  of  today 
becomes  the  aristocrat  of  tomorrow. 

At  LeRoy  they  found  a small  settlement,  and  among  the  residents, 
Deacon  Hinds  Chamberlain,  an  uncle  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Deacon 
Chamberlain  kindly  conducted  them  to  their  wilderness  home  in  the  wilds 
of  the  town  of  Middlebury,  then  without  an  inhabitant.  They  were  obliged 
to  cut  their  way  from  LeRoy  on  as  no  one  had  preceded  them  on  that 
route.  They  arrived  on  the  first  of  March  1803,  at  their  destination,  one  or 
two  miles  from  the  present  Village  of  Wyoming,  on  the  road  leading  to 
Batavia.  Winter  was  in  its  full  strength. 

The  following  Spring  being  favorable,  Mr.  Chamberlain  made  a clear- 
ing and  sowed  oats  and  planted  corn.  The  cattle  from  the  settlement  fed 
on  the  banks  of  Allen’s  Creek  in  the  vicinity  of  Pavilion,  where  there  was 
an  abundance  of  herbage.  But  the  cows  were  not  sufficiently  domestic  in 
tneir  habits  to  be  punctually  at  home  when  the  milking  time  arrived.

The  index  names  all  buyers  and  sellers,  but  an  entire  deed  must 
be  read  for  other  names  which  may  be  mentioned.  If  a man  dies  and 
leaves  no  will,  the  entire  family  is  usually  named  in  the  deed,  when 
any  of  his  property  is  sold. 

When  searching  church  books, , cemeteries,  etc.,  the  name  of  more 
than  one  family  can  be  kept  in  mind. 

For  some  time  we  have  been  combining  searching  problems  to  the 
financial  advantage  of  those  who  are  trying  to  find  ancestors,  as  each 
one  pays  only  for  the  time  involved  in  his  particular  search. 

We  will  be  searching  from  now  until  icy  weather  drives  us  home,  but 
tomorrow,  we  may  see  your  record  and  not  know  that  you  want  it. 

The  INDEX  to  Volumes  I,  II,  and  III  contains  only  a small  part  of 
our  collection  of  names  of  early  settlers  in  New  York  State,  and  we  are 
constantly  searching  for  more.

Baptisms  were  recorded,  beginning  in  the  year  1785,  but  from  1791  to 
1798  the  “Regular  Register”  was  kept  irregularly,  and  records  are  taken 
from  notes  left  by  the  ministers. 

The  names  of  parents  are  followed  by  the  names  of  the  children,  and 
dates  of  birth,  except  where  ‘B’  indicates  date  of  baptism.  In  the  very 
early  days,  occuoations  of  fathers  were  recorded. 

What  appear  to  be  discrepancies  are  copied  just  as  the  records  were 
made,  and  many  variations  in  spelling  will  be  found.

PIONEERS’  LETTERS 

(Note:) 

The  two  letters  which  follow  were  written  by  Seth  Child, 
born  March  5 1802,  in  Woodstock,  Connecticut,  the  son  of  Epaphras 
and  Sally  Ingalls  Child.  He  married  first  Delotia  Crawford  and 
had  one  child,  Lydia.  Delotia  Crawford  Child  died  1837  and  was  buried  in 
West  Woodstock,  Conn.  He  married  second  Mary  Robinson  and  had  one 
child,  Mary  D.  Seth  Child  died  1852  and  was  buried  in  town  of  Stockton, 
Chaut.  Co.,  N.  Y.  His  daughter  Lydia  married  Milo  Ames  and  left  many 
descendants  in  Chaut.  Co.  His  daughter  Mary  D.  married  James  Smith 
and  went  to  Minneapolis,  Minn.  The  letters  are  now  owned  by  Mrs.  Homer 
Wellman,  Jamestown,  N.  Y. 

Hume,  Aliehany,  New  York.  Feb.  1st  1850 
Brother  Prentis 

I do  not  know  but  you  have  thought  that  I had  forgotten  you  but  I 
have  not.  I received  a letter  from  Brother  Minor  Clark  informing  me  that 
he  saw  you  soon  after  I wrote  him,  and  also  believing  you  heard  by 
Lydia,  I rested  easy.  * * * * * * * * After  leaving  Woodstock  (Conn.),  we 
staid  at  Charleton  the  first  night,  next  night  at  Springfield,  next  day 
went  to  Albany,  found  one  boat  only  for  Rochester? 

After  talking  some  with  the  Capt.  and  then  with  the  agent  and  get- 
ting off  $3 Vz  from  their  first  price,  I agreed  for  $18 Vz  for  1220  lbs  of  lug- 
gage, buggy,  family  and  board  to  Rochester,  which  place  we  arrived  the 
next  week  on  Thursday  between  the  hours  of  11  and  12;  started  at  6 P.  M. 
in  another  boat  on  the  Ganncsee  Canal,  arrived  at  Cuyler  next  morning, 
35  miles;  took  passage  in  a farm  waggon  to  Pike  25  miles,  to  house  of  a 
cousin,  he  carried  us  to  Hume  3 miles.  We  had  a pleasant  journey, 
pleasant  weather  most  of  the  time.  We  passed  many  pleasant  places  with 
a rich  fertile  soil.  I thought  the  pasture  land  for  250  miles  east  of  us 
would  produce  3 times  as  much  feed  as  in  the  vicinity  where  you  live. 

I like  the  country  here  verry  much.  The  climate  and  water  agrees 
with  me  so  far  verry  well.  The  land  is  easy  to  till,  free  from  stones  and 
produces  good  crops.  I think  it  will  not  many  years,  the  way  some  of 
them  manage.  On  land  to  wet  for  wheat,  they  raise  oats  every  year,  with- 
out any  manure.  Some  have  practiced  in  that  way  for  ten  years,  and  have 
hurt  their  land  very  much.  Land  is  very  high  here,  in  the  vicinity  where 
we  live,  has  risen  the  last  year  from  $5  to  $10  per  acre.  They  ask  from  20 
to  35  $ per  acre  and  will  have  their  price  if  they  sell  it.  I think  they  are 
anticipating  more  from  the  canal  than  they  will  realize.  I have  not  bought 
yet.  I have  looked  at  several  farms  and  think  I shall  look  some  more, 
•though  I am  satisfied  that  I can  buy  where  it  will  be  much  better  for  me 
than  it  would  have  been  to  have  kept  my  farm  in  Woodstock  (Conn).  I 
have  been  to  the  town  of  Byron  about  IV2  miles  from  the  north  line  of 
Gennesee  County,  to  visit  uncle  Prentis  Child,  whom  I found  to  be  a very 
intelligent  old  gentleman,  aged  72,  with  a wife,  a very  amiable  woman 

and  her  daughter,  his  wife,  a widow  when  he  married  her, situated  on 

a small  farm  of  30  acres  of  very  handsome  good  land.  He  said  he  could 
have  65$  per  acre  for  it  if  he  would  sell  it.  He  wras  very  glad  to  see  me, 
he  also  expressed  a great  anxiety  to  see  you.  Two  of  Uncle  Jared’s  child- 
ren were  living  two  miles  from  him.  I also  saw  them.  The  land  in  Byron, 
Stafford  and  Bethany,  also  in  Batavia  is  very  handsome,  much  of  it  sowed 
with  wheat,  large  fields  from  10  to  40  acres  which  looked  very  well.  I 
found  but  one  objection  to  it  being  a desirable  place,  that  is  poor  water.

EARLY  SETTLERS 


Last  spring  was  very  wet  and  cold,  summer  and  fall  very  dry,  late- 
sowed  oats  light,  a heavy  crop  of  grass,  potatoes  bettsr  than  for  several 
years  before,  wheat  not  so  good  as  they  anticipated,  apples  very  scarce. 
Hay  is  worth  $5  per  ton,  wheat  $1  per  bushel,  oats  25cts,  corn  50cts, 
potatoes  25cts,  cheese  6cts,  butter  from  13  to  14cts,  pork  4 to  5cts,  horses 
and  oxen  higher  than  they  were  in  Woodstock  last  spring.  Cows  from  15 
to  25$,  yearlings  from  10  to  19$.  We  have  had  a mild  winter,  ground 
frozen  but  a little,  not  any  in  the  woods,  sleighing  good  from  the  first  of 
December,  snow  8 or  10  inches  deep.  I will  mention  the  prices  of  some 
farms  I have  seen.  One  in  Wethersfield,  100  acres,  house,  2 barns,  shed, 
12  miles  from  here,  15$  per  acre.  One  in  Eagle,  5 miles  away,  130  acres, 
90  cleared,  14$  per  acre,  poor  house,  good  barn,  2 log  barns,  kept  last 
summer  20  head  of  cattle,  5 horses,  180  sheep.  Heard  from  100  acres  in 
Eagle,  log  house,  70  acres  cleared,  10$  per  acre.  100  acres,  2 orchards, 
small  barn  8$.  75  acres,  log  house,  framed  barn,  10$.  50  acres  joining  it, 
none  of  it  cleared,  4V2$  per  acre,  and  several  more  with  better  buildings 
from  10  to  17$  per  acre.  Mary  wishes  to  be  remembered.

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Obituary  Reuben  Chamberlain 

(Continued) 

Grace  E.  Chambelain,  Highland  Park,  Mich.,  great-granddaughter  of 
Reuben  Chamberlain  sent  the  following  interesting  article  taken  from  the 
February  1852  issue  of  the  “Wyoming  County  Mirror.” 

On  one  occasion  during  a subsequent  winter,  the  cattle  were  on  the 
creek  when  snow  fell  to  an  unusual  aepth.  Fearing  for  their  safety  Mr. 
Chamberlain  started  in  pursuit,  but  they  had  forsaken  their  accustomed 
haunts.  Suspecting  they  had  taken  an  easterly  direction,  he  at  length  dis- 
covered their  tracks  on  the  trail  leading  toward  Leicester,  and  pursued 
them.  After  a fatiguing  journey  he  overtook  the  herd  and  immediately 
ordered  a retreat,  but  night  came  on  while  he  was  still  far  from  home, 
and  exhausted  by  wading  all  day  through  the  snow  three  feet  deep,  with- 
out food.  There  remained  nothing  before  Mr.  Chamberlain,  but  a night  of 
suffering  to  end  prehaps  in  death,  tor  he  could  walk  no  further. 

Without  blankets,  lightly  clad,  in  the  depth  of  winter,  with  no  human 
help  in  reach,  prostrate  and  exhausted,  his  prospect  was  dreary  indeed. 
In  his  extremity  a lucky  thought  occurred  to  him. ‘There  was  a large  and 
powerful  ox  in  the  drove  which  knew  his  master’s  voice.  As  if  guided  by 
instinct  more  profound  than  reason,  he  stood  politely  till  with  great  labor 
and  effort  Mr.  Chamberlain  seated  himself  on  his  back.  Again  the 
cavaclade  proceeded,  and  in  aue  time  the  faithful  beast  brought  his  master, 
weighing  more  than  200  pounds,  to  his  own  door. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  for  many  years  endured  the  usual  labors  and  was 
exposed  to  the  hardships  and  trials  incident  to  a life  in  the  woods.  Though 
blessed  with  health  and  strength  to  a remarkable  degree,  he  fell  a victim 
to  the  bilious  fever,  which  prevailed  to  a great  extent  in  the  neighboring 
settlements.  For  many  weeks  he  exposed  himself  to  the  disease  by  walch- 
ing  day  and  night  with  the  sick.  He  was  reduced  very  low  and  for  a time 
recovery  was  doubtful.  It  accorded  with  the  medical  practice  of  the  day 
to  restrict  patients  in  the  use  of  water  in  cases  of  fever,  and  in  this  respect 
Mr.  Chamberlain  fared  no  better  than  his  neighbors. 

In  the  delirium  of  his  fever,  while  suffering  from  intense  thirst,  he 
left  his  bed  and  went  to  the  ‘Cold  Spring’,  as  it  was  called,  the  most  of 
his  way  on  his  hands  and  knees,  and  drank  till  he  could  drink  no  longer. 
He  retained  strength  to  raise  himself  up  and  stretch  himself  upon  the 
ground  nearby,  where  he  lay  for  some  time  helpless  and  insensible.  His 
wife  and  neighbors  started  in  pursuit,  and  carried  him  back  on  a litter 
which  they  constructed.  His  recovery  commenced  at  that  hour,  and  was  a 
signal  testimony  in  favor  of  the  ‘water  cure’  before  Bresneitz  came  to 
fame.  It  may  be  remarked  that  the  Wyoming  water  cure  under  the  able 
superintendence  of  Messrs.  Hayes  & Winchester  draws  its  healing 
draughts  from  this  same  Spring. 

It  will  not  be  thought  strange  from  the  writer’s  not  being  accustomed 
to  give  early  attention  to  such  matters,  that  he  forgot  to  mention  till  now 
that  Mr.  Chamberlain  was  married  at  the  age  of  24  to  Polly  Sumner,  who 
died  in  March  1816.  Subsequently  he  married  Mrs.  Nancy  Sekins  Pixley 
who  still  survives  him.  Several  children  also  remain  to  mourn  his  loss.

The  mass  of  material  that  has  been  copied  and  printed  by  Mrs.  Foley 
is  now  made  accessible,  and  libraries,  which  perhaps  hesitated  to  subscribe 
to  a new  unindexed  periodical,  should  now  obtain  a complete  set.  To  en- 
courage subscription,  the  first  three  volumes,  bound  with  the  index,  are 
offered  at  $12.00. 

Mrs.  Foley  is  deserving  of  gratitude  for  preserving  and  publishing  so 
much  original  data  of  a region  which  has  been  neglected  in  the  past.  Ex- 
cept for  old  county  histories,  little  has  been  available  on  the  genealogy 
of  the  central  and  western  parts  of  New  York  State. 

High  praise  must  be  accorded  to  the  methods  pursued  in  indexing  this 
material.  Mrs.  Foley  did  not  bow  the  knee  to  standard  indexing  systems, 
but,  knowing  the  needs  of  those  who  consult  such  an  index,  evolved  her 
own  system  to  meet  those  needs.  Hence,  to  mention  just  one  feature,  sur- 
names used  as  middle  names  will  be  found  in  the  index.”

Baptisms  were  recorded,  beginning  in  the  year  1785,  but  from  1791  to 
1798  the  “Regular  Register”  was  kept  irregularly,  and  records  are  taken 
from  notes  left  by  the  ministers. 

The  names  of  parents  are  followed  by  the  names  of  the  children,  and 
dates  of  birth,  except  where  B’  indicates  date  of  baptism.  In  the  very 
early  days,  occuoations  of  fathers  were  recorded. 

What  appear  to  be  discrepancies  are  copied  just  as  the  records  were 
made,  and  many  variations  in  spelling  will  be  found.

PIONEERS’  LETTERS 

Note — This  is  the  second  of  two  letters  written  by  Seth  Child,  and 
now  owned  by  Mrs.  Homer  Wellman,  Jamestown,  N.  Y. 

Hume,  Oct.  5th  (1850) 

Brother  Prentis, 

I received  your  letter  of  Sept.  4th  on  the  12th,  and  was  glad  to  hear 
that  you  were  well.  The  reason  why  I deferred  writing  immediately  after 
receiving  yours,  was  about  starting  for  Chautauqua  County.  I thought  I 
would  defer  it  until  I returned.  I left  home  the  19th,  took  the  stage  at 
Pike,  went  through  the  South-west  part  of  Wyoming  Co.,  some  of  it  is 
very  handsome  land,  thence  into  the  North-east  part  of  Cattaraugus  Co. 
some  of  it  very  handsome  and  level,  and  some  of  it  quite  a broken  country, 
particularly  on  Cattaraugus  Creek,  then  into  Erie  County  as  far  as  Forest- 
ville,  through  a handsome  farming  country,  large  dairies  from  20  to  80 
cows,  thence  into  Chautauqua  County.  Called  on  Mr.  John  Chandler  and 
Luther  Webster,  found  them  well  and  very  pleasantly  situated,  also  on 
Mr.  Kaiser  from  Woodstock.  Found  him  in  a hired  house  making  shoes,  he 
likes  the  country  very  well,  bought  a farm  while  I was  there.  I next  called 
on  Mr.  Walter  Perrin,  found  them  well,  on  a farm  of  125  acres  with  good 
buildings,  a large  stock  of  cattle.  He  wintered  last  winter,  one  pair  of  oxen, 
10  cows,  10  two-year  olds,  6 yearlings,  mare  and  colt,  and  some  sheep, 
bought  18  acres  more  land  while  I was  there.  I like  the  land  in  Stockton, 
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the  town  where  Mr.  Perrin  lives,  and  the  vicinity  better  than  I do  in 
Hume.  It  is  the  best  growing  country  that  I have  seen,  they  have  some  as 
fine  cattle  there  as  the  most  particular  men  with  you,  or  anywhere  else 
would  be  suited  with.  I went  out  with  the  intention  of  buying  but  did 
not,  but  we  are  making  preparations  to  move  there  as  soon  as  we  can.  I 
have  engaged  a tenement  in  Mr.  Perrin's  house. 

It  has  been  very  sickly  in  the  Genesee  valley  near  the  river  and  canal, 
the  diseases  are  bowel  complaints,  billious  fevers  and  fever  and  ague: 
some  attribute  the  cause  to  stagnant  water  in  the  canal,  others  to  some 
impurity  in  the  earth  flung  out  in  digging  the  canal. 

The  grass  crop  was  not  quite  as  good  as  usual.  Wheat  beter  than  last 
year  worth  87  V2  cts.,  oats  good,  do  not  know  the  price,  corn  very  good. 

Remeber  us  to  all  our  friends  and  neighbors,  tell  them  we  have  never 
regretted  leaving  Woodstock.  Mr.  Kaiser  wished  to  say  the  same  about 
him.  My  family  unite  with  me  in  sending  our  best  regards  to  your  family.

“By  legal  notification  a meeting  was  held  at  the  house  of  Gad  Merrick 
this  Fifteenth  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1793,  for  the  purpose  of  framing  a 
Church  on  Baptist  Principles. 

Made  choice  of  Elder  Adam  Hamilton  for  Moderator,  and  Hugh 
Thompson,  Clerk. 

Heard  Elder  Hamilton  read  distinctly  the  Church  Covenant  and  Ar- 
ticles of  Faith  of  the  Church  in  Westfield.  Mafsachusetts,  which  Covenant 
and  Articles  the  Brethren  adopted  by  a unanimous  vote. 

’The  Elder  did  then  in  a solemn  manner  give  each  Brother  and  Sister 
the  Right  Hand  of  Fellowship,  and  acknowledged  them  to  be  a Baptist 
Church  of  Christ  Founded  on  the  Rock  of  Ages  and  built  up  on  Gospel 
order. 

The  following  are  the  names  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters —

The  meeting  closed  by  singing  a Psalm  suited  to  the  occasion. 

May  13.  1793.  Met  at  the  home  of  Brother  Moses  Clark.  Voted  to  send 
delegates  to  the  Shaftsbury  Conference. 

Oct.  31,  1793.  Voted  to  have  Elder  Irish  come  for  one  year,  and  named  a 
committee  to  see  that  the  necessaries  of  life  be  provided  for  him,  and 
his  family,  if  he  comes;  also  five  pounds  for  moving;  and  that  they 
write  him  a letter  requesting  him  to. 

Feb.  1,  1794.  Met  at  Brother  Bonnet’s.  Elder  Grave  and  Deacon  Mallery 
from  Greenfield  were  present. 

1794.  Voted  to  buy  a farm  for  the  use  of  the  minister,  and  appointed  a 
committee  to  bargain  for  same,  if  suitable  one  may  be  found  for  sale. 

1794.  They  agreed  to  build  a house  for  Public  Worship  on  the  Hill  near 
Deacon  Hugh  Thompson’s. 

1795.  Committee  reported  that  farm  was  bought  for  $100.  The  brethren 
were  divided  into  ten  classes  and  $10  expected  from  each  class. 

1804.  The  weather  is  verry  teadious.  The  church  did  not  meet.

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OLD  FIRST  CHURCH  AND  CEMETERY  AT  BENNINGTON,  VT.

The  following  resolution  was 
adopted  Bee.  11,  1935  by  the  Ver- 
mont Legislature. 

Whereas  the  Old  First  Church  of 
Bennington  was  organized  Dec.  3. 
1762,  and  is  the  oldest  church  with- 
in the  present  limits  of  Vermont; 
and 

Whereas,  our  forefathers  met  in 
prayer  in  the  First  Meeting  House 
for  assistance  against  the  oppres- 
sive measures  of  New  York  and 
the  overwhelming  power  of  King 
George;  and  to  the  First  Meeting 
House  returned  from  the  capture 
of  Fort  Ticonderoga,  the  Battle  of 
Bennington,  the  surrender  of  Bur- 
goyne,  to  offer  up  their  thanks- 
giving; and 

Whereas,  in  the  First  Meeting 
House  of  Bennington,  the  Legis- 


lature of  Vermont  met  on  eight 
separate  occasions,  and  the  laws 
for  carrying  on  the  government  of 
the  sovereign  state  were  enacted  at 
the  session  of  the  legislature  which 
assembled  in  said  meeting  house 
on  Feb.  11.  1778;  and  the  conven- 
tion consisting  of  one  delegate 
from  each  town,  held  in  old  Ben- 
nington o^  Jan.  10,  1791,  ratified 
the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  l:y  the  signatures  of  105  out 
of  109  delegates,  thereby  preparing 
the  way  for  the  admission  of 
Vermont  into  the  Union  as  the  first 
state  after  the  original  thirteen; 
and 

Whereas,  the  burial  ground,  sur- 
rounding the  aforementioned  church 
structure  is  the  first  and  oldest 
cemetery  in  the  state,  where  lie 
the  remains  of  five  governors  of 
Vermont,  seventy-five  Revolution- 
ary soldiers,  the  author  of  Ver- 
mont’s declaration  of  independence, 
the  founder  of  the  Vermont 
Gazette,  the  patriots  who  fell  at 
the  Bat.le  of  Bennington,  the  Hes- 
sian prisoners  who  died  of  their 
wounds  in  the  First  Meeting  House 
converted  into  a temporary  hos- 
pital, together  with  scores  of  others 
who  labored  for  the  stability  and 
prosperity  of  Vermont, 

Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and 
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House  of  Representatives: 

That  the  aforesaid  Bennington 
Center  Cemetery,  and  the  afore- 
mentioned First  Church  Building 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  Ver- 
mont’s Colonial  Shrine  for  the 


preservation  of  the  sacred  mem- 
ories and  traditions  of  Colonial 
Days,  in  order  that  our  children’s 
children  may  cherish  the  great 
deeds  of  our  fathers,  and  build  on 
the  foundations  laid  by  them  the 
commonwealth  of  the  future.

The  emigrant  ship  sailing  into  the  bay,  the  covered  wagon  with  the 
driver  heading  the  oxen  toward  a new  home,  and  the  quaint  Cape  Cod 
cottage  are  only  some  of  the  designs  that  make  this  the  loveliest  chart  you 
have  ever  seen.  Not  the  least  of  its  attractions  is  space  reserved  for  your 
family  coat  of  arms,  or  a picture  of  a loved  member  of  your  familj7. 

This  is  not  just  a dull  chart  on  which  to  write  names,  it  is  a lovely 
picture,  and  with  the  names  of  your  forefathers  added,  will  inspire  loyalty 
and  reverence  in  any  heart.  Your  children  should  each  have  one. 

Another  advantage  is  this  . . . the  chart  is  so  designed  that  it  will 
look  just  as  well  with  only  a few  names  recorded,  as  it  wall  with  many. 
The  interesting  stories  of  forefathers  may  be  added  to  the  names. 
Now  the  family  that  knowTs  only  a few  ancestors,  may  have  its  chart 
without  having  huge  blank  spaces.

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FIRST  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH  OF  BINGHAMTON,  N.  Y. 


Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
Lewis  Seymour,  son  of  a family, 
respected  and  influential  in  Broome 
County  since  pioneer  days,  we  were 
invited  to  Binghamton  to  search 
that  territory  for  records. 

With  Mr.  Seymour  as  guide,  we 
hunt.ed  for  the  church  having  the 
oldest  records,  found  that  the  first 
settlement  was  made  in  1787,  and 
the  first  religious  service  was  held 
in  1788,  but  no  records  can  be 
found  of  those  days. 

The  First  Presbyterian  of  Bing- 
hamton, organized  1817  at  Chenan- 
go Point,  as  a member  of  the 
Susquehanna  Presbytery,  was  found 
to  have  the  earliest  records.  Their 
books  w'ere  graciously  loaned  in 
order  that  we  might  copy  the 
records,  and  arrange  them  as  fol- 
lows.

The  November  and  December 
numbers  of  “Early  Settlors”  con- 
tained a copy  of  the  obituary  of 
Reuben  Chamberlain.

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
Lewis  Seymour,  son  of  a family, 
respected  and  influential  in  Broome 
County  since  pioneer  days,  we  were 
invited  to  Binghamton  to  search 
that  territory  for  records. 

With  Mr.  Seymour  as  guide,  we 
hunted  for  the  church  having  the 
oldest  records,  found  that  the  first 
settlement  was  made  in  1787,  and 
the  first  religious  service  was  held 
in  1788,  but  no  records  can  be 
found  of  those  days. 

The  First  Presbyterian  of  Bing- 
hamton, organized  1817  at  Chenan- 
go Point,  as  a member  of  tlm 
Susquehanna  Presbytery,  was  found 
to  have  the  earliest  records.  Their 
books  were  graciously  loaned  in 
order  that  we  might  copy  the 
records,  and  arrange  them  as  fol- 
lows.

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
Lewis  Seymour,  son  of  a family, 
respected  and  influential  in  Broome 
County  since  pioneer  days,  we  were 
invited  to  Binghamton  to  search 
that  territory  for  records. 

With  Mr.  Seymour  as  guide,  we 
hunted  for  the  church  having  the 
oldest  records,  found  that  the  first 
settlement  was  made  in  1787.  and 
the  first  religious  service  was  held 
in  1788,  but  no  records  can  be 
found  of  those  days. 

The  First  Presbyterian  of  Bing- 
hamton, organized  1817  at  Chenan- 
go Point,  as  a member  of  the 
Susquehanna  Presbytery,  was  found 
to  have  the  earliest  records.  Their 
books  were  graciously  loaned  in 
order  that  we  might  copy  the 
records,  and  arrange  them  as  fol- 
lows.

The  following  letter  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Marguerite  Wiesmer, 
Elmira,  N.  Y.,  great-niece  of  Susan  Bassett,  Sept.  3,1814-1886,  who  wrote 
the  letter  in  December,  1844,  to  John  L.  Wiesmer,  May  7,  1807-1888.  They 
were  married  Feb.  12,  1845. 

Dear  Sir: 

I received  a note  from  you  last  Sabbath  evening,  requesting  an  an- 
swer from  me.  I hope  you  will  pardon  me  for  not  writing  sooner.  I do 
not  consider  it  a subject  of  a moments  consideration.  I consulted  my  own 
mind  for  three  successive  days,  praying  God  to  direct  me,  then  I dare 
not  give  you  an  answer  in  the  affirmative,  without  consulting  my  mother. 
She  said  I could  do  as  I thought  best. 

I will  accept  of  an  interview  with  you.  I will  not  limit  the  day  nor 
hour  but  you  will  permit  me  to  say  I do  not  think  it  proper  to  spend 
any  time  with  you  after  9 o’clock  in  the  evening  separate  from  the  family. 

Let  me  say  to  you  if  you  are  not  familiar  with  the  Bible  read  with 
care  the  6th  chapter  of  Matthew  and  profit  therby. 

It  is  late  Sabbath  evening  and  I must  close.  Good  night.  This  from 
a well  wisher.

A CHAUTAUQUA  COUNTY  LETTER 

Laona,  September  the  27,  1835 
Dear  Friend: 

I received  your  letter  the  26  and  was  very  much  pleased  to  hear  from 
you.  We  have  neglected  ■writing  to  you  very  much  in  consequence  of  our 
selling  our  farm.  You  mentioned  in  your  letter  that  you  should  visit  us 
this  summer.  We  received  your  letter  in  April  the  day  that  we  sold  our 
farm.  We  had  not  time  to  answer  your  letter  before  we  moved.  We  sold 
the  farm  and  the  stock  for  $3500.  We  have  bought  a village  lot  in  Laona. 
We  keepe  two  cows  and  a pig  and  mother  says  that  she  sees  her  hunney 
days.  Now  father  and  mother  enjoy  themselves  well  this  season.  For  my 
part  I am  always  happy.  I was  pleased  at  there  selling  the  farm.  They 
have  worked  hard  enough  and  have  got  enough  to  carry  them  through 
this  world.  Mother  felt  bad  to  leave  the  farm  but  since  she  has  settled  here 
and  lives  so  much  easier  there  would  nothing  tempt  them  to  go  back  and 
work  as  hard  as  did  before.  Mother  has  looked  for  you  every  time  the 
stage  has  come  in  this  summer.  She  had  an  idea  that  AMANDA  had  writ- 
ten to  you  and  had  given  you  information  where  we  lived.  Your  things 
that  your  mother  left  you  are  here  with  us.  Henry  and  his  wife  was  here 
yesterday  and  they  sind  their  best  love  to  you,  your  young  acquaintance 
likewise  and  they  want  to  see  you  very  bad.  You  must  come  and  make 
us  a visit  if  no  more. 

We  have  solemn  news  to  write  you.  MRS.  ROBERTS  is  dead.  She  d. 
the  10th  day  of  June.  She  has  left  a sorrowful  family.  It  was  her  request 
that  v/e  should  take  MARY,  but  MR.  ROBERTS  has  hired  a housekeeper 
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and  mother  thinks  it  best  that  he  should  keep  the  family  together  as  long 
as  he  can  and  when  he  can’t  we  are  ready  to  take  her.  CHANCY  HILL 
has  lost  his  Wife,  she  died  in  July.  NORMAN  HILL  has  lost  his  oldest 
dau.  POLLY  AN.  She  died  in  June  and  his  wife  has  been  sick  two  months 
and  is  given  over  by  the  doctors.  The  last  that  we  heard  from  MR. 
HOLCOMS  family  they  were  well.  I have  not  seen  DENIS  since  I re- 
ceived your  letter,  but  shall  see  him  soon.  For  my  part  I cannot  visit  you 
this  fall  or  winter  for  my  business  is  such  that  I cannot  leave  for  I have 
let  myself  as  a clerk  in  a store  in  this  village.  I should  like  to  make  you 
a visit  if  it  was  convenient.  Father  and  mother  send  you  their  love  and 
feel  very  anxious  to  see  you.  I must  inform  you  of  a few  Old  batchelors 
getting  married.  HERMAN  HILL  is  married  to  a young  lady  in  Ripley 
and  JOSIAH  HOWr  is  married.  He  found  his  speckeled  Poolet  in  Barelake 
swamp.  I wish  that  you  would  write  to  us  as  soon  as  you  receive  this 
and  direct  your  letters  at  Fredonia  as  you  have  formerly.  I have  no  more 
to  write  you  at  present.  I remain  your  friend

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IT  IS  NEVER  SO  BAD  THAT  IT  CAN  NOT  BE  WORSE 

Weather  of  late  has  not  been  conductive  to  successful  hunting,  but 
while  searching  in  Carmel,  N.  Y.,  we  were  invited  to  the  home  of  two 
delightful  sisters,  who  treasure  a collection  of  records  made  by  their 
painstaking  sister  before  her  death  in  1.910. 

It  was  a large  collection  of  church  and  cemetery  records  of  Putnam 
County,  and  some  of  it  we  copied,  and  the  remainder  is  being  taken 
home  with  us. 

After  five  days  of  rain,  which  seemed  to  lessen  only  to  pour  harder, 
and  fog  added  to  that,  we  decided  to  visit  my  sister  in  Chicopee,  Mass, 
until  it  stopped  raining. 

We  had  some  detours  because  of  rising  waters  in  Connecticut,  but 
arrived  without  accident  at  her  home  during  a terrific  down  pour.  We 
waited  a few  minutes  in  the  car  then  rushed  to  her  door,  and  when 
safely  inside  the  hurricane  arrived  breaking  and  uprooting  huge  trees  on 
all  sides,  some  striking  the  car,  but  none  of  any  size  struck  the  house.  One 
struck  the  telephone  wires  and  ripped  all  the  installation  from  the  house. 

The  amazing  part  of  this  disaster  to  me  was  that  with  the  wide  de- 
struction of  trees  in  this  area  there  was  so  little  loss  of  property  and  not 
one  death.  It  was  plain  that  a Divine  hand  was  guiding  the  destinies  of  men. 

We  saw  large  bridges  crumpled  by  the  force  of  the  rising  waters,  and 
buildings  deep  in  water,  but  again  loss  of  life  was  comparatively  small. 

We  had  no  telephone,  electricity  or  water  for  about  twenty-four  hours 
when  some  water  came  through  the  pipes.  An  oil  lamp,  candles,  a piece  of 
ice  put  in  the  electric  refrigerator,  telegrams  somewhat  delayed,  and 
water  carried  from  a not  too-distant  spring,  made  us  comfortable. 

As  the  water  recedes  roads  are  being  opened,  and  we  expect  to  con- 
tinue our  search  for  ancestors.  We  will  be  searching  for  another  two 
months  unless  weather  again  intervenes,  so  there  is  time  for  your 
problem  if  you  write  now.

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Early  Church  Records 

FIRST  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH.  ALBANY,  ALBANY  COUNTY,  N.  Y. 


We  are  told  that  Hendrick  Hud- 
son landed  near  Albany  in  1609,  and 
that  Holland  traders  soon  settled 
there. 

In  1643  a Reformed  Protestant 
Dutch  Church  was  formed,  and  this 
church  controlled  the  religious  ac- 
tivities of  the  settlement. 

In  1664  the  English  gained  pos- 
session, and  changed  the  name 
Beaverwyck  to  Albany.  In  1669  the 
Lutherans  were  permitted  to  have 
a church  and  worship  in  their  own 
way. 

In  1708  a chaplain  of  the  Church 
of  England  was  established  at  the 
Fort,  and  this  seed  gradually  grew 
into  St.  Peter’s  Church  on  State 
Street. 

During  the  French  War,  1754- 
1760,  families  from  the  north  of  Ire- 
land, trained  in  the  principles  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland,  settled,  and 
in  1760  they  asked  the  Synod  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  New 
York  and  Philadelphia  to  supply 
them  with  a pastor,  and  within  the 
next  three  years,  the  church,  now 
known  as  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Albany,  was  formed. 

In  1764  the  first  church  was  built 
on  Gallows  Hill,  and  a stairway 
winding  around  the  steep  hill  was 
the  only  approach,  and  a very  haz- 
ardous approach  in  the  winter. 

The  wood  house,  painted  red,  “of 
respectable  size,  though  not  of  ele- 
gant appearance,”  had  a flat  roof 
with  a tower  and  spire,  and  cost 
about  seven  thousand  dollars.  This 
amount  is  a decided  contrast  with 
the  very  meager  amounts  which 
were  raised  for  most  of  our  early 
churches. 

Not  being  able  to  collect  this  sum, 
the  synod  gave  permission  to  the 
church  to  circulate  a subscription 
list  to  “charitable  persons  within 
our  bounds.”  Among  the  old  papers 
now  in  possession  of  the  church  are 


the  original  three  subscription  lists, 
one  very  old,  not  dated,  one  marked 
“Philadelphia  Subscription,”  one 
marked  “New  York  Subscription.” 

1790 — “Resolved  that  one  thous- 
and coppers  be  stamped  Church 
Penny,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  treasurer  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
changing with  the  members  of  the 
congregation  at  the  rate  of  twelve 
for  one  shilling,  in  order  to  add  re- 
spect to  the  weekly  collections.” 
Money  was  obtained  for  the  build- 
ing of  churches,  but  the  weekly  col- 
lections were  made  with  difficulty 
by  reason  of  the  great  dearth  of 
small  coins. 

The  elders  had  various  duties, 
namely — each  elder  had  a particu- 
lar district  of  the  congregation  as- 
signed him  for  visitation  and  over- 
sight and  reports  of  the  conduct  of 
the  members  to  the  Session. 

Previous  to  each  communion,  the 
elders  gave  metal  tokens  to  those 
whom  they  deemed  worthy  to  take 
communion.  Long  tables,  at  which 
communicants  took  their  seats,  were 
spread  across  the  chuch  in  front  of 
the  pulpit,  and  the  elements  passed 
only  to  those  who  had  the  tokens. 

This  gathering  at  the  front  of  the 
church  gave  the  elders  an  oppor- 
tunity to  make  note  of  those  who 
were  absent,  in  order  to  properly 
reprimand  them. 

The  elders  not  only  carefully 
watched  the  practice  of  the  people, 
but  kept  a careful  watch  on  the 
preaching  from  the  pulpit. 

The  expenses  of  the  church  were 
met  with  a yearly  rental  of  the 
pews.  The  committee  called  first  up- 
on the  Patroon,  and  after  securing 
his  signature,  offered  him  a choice 
of  pews,  and  allowed  him  to  make 
what  improvements  he  wished. 

The  front  seat  on  the  right  hand 
was  reserved  at  all  times  for  the 
use  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City, 
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and  its  opposite  for  the  Governor. 
The  second  pew  on  the  right  was 
for  the  minister,  and  when  the  sec- 
ond church  was  built  “a  suitable 
cushion  was  ordered  for  it,”  and  it 
was  also  to  be  painted  a peagreen 
color.  The  opposite  seat  on  the  left 
was  for  the  elders  and  deacons. 

The  second  building  in  1795  cost 
about  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and 
in  1857  a larger  church  building, 
costing  about  $115,000  was  dedicat- 
ed. 

Baptisms  and  marriages  as  early 
as  1785  have  been  published  in 
“Early  Settlers,”  but  no  record  can 
be  found  of  names  of  those  admit- 
ted to  the  church  prior  to  1795. 

A note  in  1793  states  that  327  have 
been  admitted  to  that  date,  there- 
fore all  the  old  papers,  which  have 
been  saved,  were  carefully  read,  and 
many  names  found.

Orange  County  Clerk— C-103. 

The  will  of  Matthew  Hunter— named  his  wife,  Anne;  his  daughters, 
Elizabeth  and  Mary;  his  executors,  Anne  and  Lawrence  Hunter. 

To  his  sons  he  gave — to  Lawrence,  his  cane;  to  Abraham,  his  silver 
shoe  buckles;  to  Daniel,  his  gun;  to  Matthew,  stock  buckles  and  sleeve 
buttons. 

The  witnesses  were  — James  R.  Hunter,  William  Watson,  David 
Hunter,  Jr. 

Surrogate  of  Orange  County.  P-49. 

Benjamin  Halsted  died  May  10,  1801,  leaving  no  will.  Later  his  farm 
was  sold,  and  the  following  names  appear  as  heirs  in  the  deed— Wilmot 
Halsted  and  w,  Deborah  of  Minisink,  Orange  Co.;  Alexander  Simpson  and 
w,  Dolly,  Barnabas  Swartout  and  w,  Mary,  Sarah  Halsted  and  Joseph 
Blain  and  wife,  all  of  Cayuga  Co.;  Cynthia  Halsted,  James  Armstrong  of 
Minisink;  Lois,  w of  Ralph  Swartout,  Benjamin  Halsted,  Eli  and  Cynthia 
Patterson. 

In  the  pension  papers  of  William  Taggart  of  Newport,  R.  I.  was  found 
this  note  about  his  father.  The  writing  was  scarcely  legible  and  might  easily 
have  been  overlooked.  “I  went  on  Friday  to  visit  Judge  Taggart,  he  being 
seventy  years  of  age.  He  and  his  father  were  very  active  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary War,  in  obtaining  and  conveying  intelligence  from  the  enemy,  and 
thereby  exposed  themselves  to  eminent  peril  of  their  lives.  He  received  a 
captain  s pay,  forty  dollars  per  month,  and  his  father  received  a major’s 
pay.”

A Declaration  of  Independence 

Persuaded  that  the  salvation  of 
the  rights  of  America  depends 
under  God,  on  the  firm  union  of 
its  inhabitants,  in  a vigorous  prose- 
cution of  the  measures  necessary 
for  its  safety,  and  convinced  of  the 
necessity  of  preventing  anarchy  and 
confusion,  which  attend  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  powers  of  government — 

We,  the  freeholders  and  inhabit- 
ants of  Cocksakie  District,  in  the 
County  of  Albany,  being  greatly 
alarmed  at  the  avowed  design  of 
the  ministry  to  raise  a revenue  in 
America,  and  shocked  by  the  bloody 
scene  acted  in  the  Massachusetts 
Bay — 

Do  in  the  most  solemn  manner, 
resolve  never  to  become  slaves;  and 
do  associate  under  the  ties  of  Re- 
ligion, Honor,  and  Love  to  our 
Country,  to  adopt  and  endeavor  to 
carry  into  execution,  whatever  may 
be  recommended  by  the  Continent- 
al Congress,  or  resolved  upon  by 
our  Provincial  Convention,  for  the 
purpose  of  preserving  the  Consti- 
tution, and  opposing  the  execution 
of  several  arbitrary,  oppressive  acts 
of  the  British  Parliament,  until  a 
Reconciliation  between  Great  Brit- 
ain and  America  on  Constitutional 
principles  (which  we  most  ardently 
desire)  can  be  obtained;  and  that 
we  will  in  all  things  follow  the  ad- 
vice of  our  general  Committee  re- 
specting the  purposes  aforesaid,  the 
preservation  of  peace  and  good  or- 
der, and  the  safety  of  individuals 
and  private  property. 

Dated  at  Cocksakie,  the  seven- 
teenth day  of  May  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five.

the  establishment  of  order  and  the 
administration  of  doctrine  and  dis- 
cipline, agreeable  to  the  rules  of 
our  Reformed  Church,  and  that  you 
may  not  be  distracted,  nor  too  much 
encumbered  with  the  cares  and  af- 
fairs of  this  life,  but  have  proper 
time  and  suitable  accommodations 
to  devote  yourself  wholly  to  the 
work  of  the  Lord  in  the  gospel  of 
His  Son;  we  further  promise  that  it 
shall  be  our  particular  care  to  pro- 
vide such  a decent  and  honorable 
support  for  you,  as  it  becomes  a 
minister  of  Christ  in  your  situation 
to  receive. 

To  insure  you  of  this,  three  per- 
sons of  our  numbers  have  volun- 
tarily engaged  themselves  in  our 
name,  to  pay  you  the  sum  of  Two 
Hundred  pounds  U.  S.  currency 
yearly. 

In  testimony  we  have  subscribed 
our  names  hereunto  at  Albany  the 
twelfth  day  of  July,  1785. 

The  names  in  the  following  list 
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with  the  prefix  “x”  are  the  names 
of  the  persons  who,  as  members  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Albany,  affixed  their  names  to  the 
above  paper  in  1785. 

All  other  names  have  been  cop- 
ied from  old  papers  pertaining  to 
the  church,  and  the  date  which  pre- 
cedes the  name  is  the  date  that  the 
name  appears  for  the  first  time,  al- 
though he  may  have  been  a mem- 
ber for  some  time  previous  to  that 
date.

“By  legal  notification  a meeting 
was  held  at  the  house  of  Gad 
Merrick  this  15th  day  of  January, 
A.  D.  1793  for  the  purpose  of 
framing  a church  on  Baptist  Prin- 
ciples. 

Made  choice  of  Elder  Adam 
Hamilton  for  Moderator  and  Hugh 
Thompson  for  Clerk.  Heard  Elder 
Hamilton  read  distinctly  the  Church 
Covenant  and  Articles  of  the 
Church  in  Westfield,  Mafsachusetts, 
which  Covenant  and  Articles  the 
Brethren  adopted  by  unanimous 
vote. 

The  elder  did  then  in  a solemn 
manner  give  each  Brother  and  Sis- 
ter the  right  hand  of  Fellowship 
and  Acknowledged  them  to  be  a 
Baptist  Church  of  Christ  Founded 
on  the  Rock  of  cges  and  built  up  in 
Gospel  order.

The  meeting  closed  by  singing  a 
Psalm  suited  to  the  occasion. 

May,  1793.  Met  at  home  of  Brother 
Moses  dark.  Voted  to  send  three 
delegates  to  the  Shaftsbury,  Vt., 
Association. 

Oct.,  1793.  Voted  to  have  Elder 
I^sh  come  for  one  year,  and  named 


a committee  to  see  that  the  neces- 
saries of  life  be  provided  for  him 
and  his  family,  if  he  comes,  also 
five  pounds  for  moving;  and  that 
they  write  him  a letter  requesting 
him  to  move  his  family  the  first  of 
sleighing. 

Feb.,  1794.  Met  at  Brother  Bennet’s. 
Elder  Crane  and  Maliery  from 
Greenfield  were  present. 

1794.  Voted  to  buy  a farm  for  the 
use  of  the  minister,  and  appointed 
a committee  to  bargain  for  same,  if 
suitable  one  may  be  found  for 
sale.  • 

•‘Agreed  to  build  a house  for 
Public  Worship  on  the  Hill  near 
Deacon  Hugh  Thompson’s. 

1795.  The  committee  reported  that 
the  farm  for  the  minister  had  been 
purchased  for  one  hundred  dollars. 
The  brethen  were  divided  into  ten 
classes,  and  ten  dollars  was  expect- 
ed from  each  class. 

May,  1814.  Voted  to  observe  Fri- 
day, the  fourteenth  day  of  this 
present  month  as  a day  cf  fasting 
and  prayer  on  account  of  the  death 
of  President  William  Harrison. 

1839.  Voted  to  exclude  Thomas — 
for  not  being  careful  to  speak  the 
truth. 

Voted  to  visit  William — .rebuke, 
and  restore  him,  if  possible,  from  a 
wicked  course  which  he  has  pur- 
sueed  for  some  time  past.  In  later 
notes  the  confession  of  William  was 
heard,  and  a vote  was  taken  to  re- 
ceive him  in  full  fellowship. 

Voted  to  examine  the  case  of 
Ann’s  character  and  conduct. 

1841.  Committee  was  appointed  to 
circulate  a subscription,  raise 
money,  and  employ  a suitable  per- 
son to  teach  singing  school  the 
coming  winter. 

1855.  Committee  appointed  to  furn- 
ish and  fit  up  stoves  in  the  meeting 
house. 

1858.  Voted  to  raise  a subscription 
to  build  a session  room,  some  thirty 
feet  by  sixteen,  behind  the  Meeting 
House,  build  a new  desk,  put  in  a

baptistry,  remodel  the  slips,  and 
make  such  alterations  as  appear 
necessary,  after  first  paying  for  all 
arrears. 

1865.  Met  for  the  purpose  of  or- 
ganizing according  to  the  law,  as 
the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Frank- 
lin. 

The  Congregational  Church  in 
Franklin,  N.  Y.  was  organized  on 
Oct.  12,  1793  by  Rev.  Huntington. 

They  built  a house  of  worship, 
unpainted,  no  steeple,  some  wind- 
ows boarded,  no  carpets,  no  stoves. 
A flight  of  stairs  on  one  side  led 
to  the  pulpit,  which  was  covered 
by  a sounding  board  in  the  form  of 
a canopy. 

Below  was  the  deacons’  pew, 
facing  the  audience,  their  duty  be- 
ing to  keep  awake  the  listeners. 
The  drowsy  members  sat  in  the  cold 
house  through  long  sermons,  and 
sometimes  nibbled  caraway  or 
sweet  flag  in  an  effort  to  keep 
awake. 

The  Society  voted  to  sell  pews  to 
raise  a revenue  to  finish  their  Meet- 
ing House.  Voted  to  “glays  the 
Meeting  House,  lay  the  lower  flow- 
er, bild  the  pulpet  and  decon  seet, 
& paint  the  outside  of  house  by  first 
of  November,  1803.”

1802.  “After  conversing  on  the  evil 
of  any  brother  telling  the  faults  of 
a brother,  without  going  to  the  of- 
fending brother  as  the  Gospel  rule 
requires,  voted  that,  if  any  brother 
breaks  the  Gospel  rule  by  publish- 
ing abroad  the  facts  of  any  brother, 
without  first  going  to  the  offending 
brother,  he  is  liable  to  be  censured 
by  the  church.” 

1808.  Rev.  Joel  T.  Benedict  came  to 
the  church  for  $400  per  year  and 
firewood. 

1841.  Some  members  of  the  Congre- 
gational Society  withdrew  and 
formed  a society  under  the  care  of 
the  Delaware  Presbytery. 

1878.  The  Congregational  and  Pres- 
byterian Churches  were  united,  con- 
tinuing to  worship  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

Today  the  three  churches — Bap- 
tist, Congregational  and  Presbyter- 
ian— are  united  in  one  church,  The 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Franklin, 
and  the  old  books  and  papers  of 
each  of  these  churches  are  now  in 
the  custody  of  the  Baptist  Church. 
They  have  all  been  read  in  order 
to  obtain  the  records  of  the  early 
settlers.

A 1795  Subscription  List 

The  Presbyterian  Congregation  in 
the  City  of  Albany  finding  the  pres- 
ent place  of  public  Worship  hasten- 
ing to  decay,  and  very  inconven- 
iently situated  have  been  compelled 
to  begin  the  Erection  of  a New 
Church. 

Their  Society  tho  growing  is 
young  and  tho  respectable  not  opu- 
lent. After  a subscription  unusually 
Liberal,  they  now  find  that  the  ex- 
pense will  considerably  exceed  their 
utmost  Exertions. 

The  Advanced  price  of  building, 
and  the  Loss  which  several  of  their 
subscribers  have  suffered  in  the  late 
fire  increase  their  Embarrassments. 
Impressed  therefore  with  the  im- 
portance of  a suitable  place  for  pub- 
lick  worship  in  a City  situated  so 
near  to  the  New  and  Rising  settle- 
ments in  the  western  part  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  mostly  of  which 
are  of  the  Presbyterian  denomina- 
tion and  from  many  of  which  their 
congregations  have  already  answer- 
ed calls  for  the  same  purpose,  they 
are  now  induced  with  some  confi- 
dence of  success  to  apply  for  aid 
from  the  friends  of  Religion  to  older 
established  and  less  remote  congre- 
gations. 

With  this  view  their  trustees  do 
hereby  appoint  the  Rev.  John  Mc- 
Donald, their  pastor,  to  solicit  and 
receive  subscriptions  from  the  be- 
nevolent of  Every  Denomination 
who  may  be  disposed  to  encourage 
an  undertaking  in  which  the  inter- 
est of  Religion  and  of  the  Presby- 
terian cause  in  this  part  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  appear  so  evidently  con- 
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nected.

Tombstone  Inscriptions 

During  September,  while  searching  for  old  records  in  Carmel,  the 
county  seat  of  Putnam  County,  New  York,  we  very  fortunately  were  direct- 
ed to  the  home  of  Mrs.  Bessie  Crane  Foster  Reed  and  her  sister,  Miss 
Marilla  Chapman  Foster. 

Their  sister,  Emma  Josephine  Foster,  Dec.  26,  1853-Mar.  21,  1910, 
daughter  of  William  Hill  Foster  and  Rachel  Chapman,  had  for  many  years 
before  her  death  been  interested  in  the  preservation  of  records  of  early 
settlers. 

She  and  her  good  friend,  Miss  Julia  Raymond  Livingston,  spent  many 
hours  copying  church  records  and  old  tombstone  inscriptions.  It  is  only 
because  these  two  copied  the  records  several  years  ago  that  we  are  able 
to  have  this  data  now,  for  today  many  of  these  inscriptions  are  entirely 
erased. 

Many  penciled  notes  were  added  as  they  copied  the  records,  and  these 
notes  will  be  found  in  parentheses.  Because  Miss  Foster  and  Miss  Ray- 
mond worked  very  carefully,  and  were  life-long  residents  of  the  county 
about  which  they  wrote,  we  believe  the  notes  may  be  accepted  as  facts, 
and  have  accordingly  included  them.

The  town  of  Patterson  in  Putnam 
County,  N.  Y.,  is  the  north-eastern 
portion  of  old  “South  Ward  of 
Dutchess/’  and  was  originally  part 
of  Fredericksburgh  Precinct,  later 
called  Fredericktown.  (Putnam 
County  was  formed  from  Dutchess 
County  in  1312.) 

The  first  settlements  were  about 


1750,  and  like  the  rest  of  eastern 
Putnam,  most  of  the  early  settlers 
were  from  New  England.  A few 
came  from  Westchester  County,  and 
shortly  before  the  Revolution,  a 
number  of  Scotch  families  settled  in 
the  vicinity,  and  the  names  Pater- 
son, Morrison,  Grant,  McLean,  Fras- 
er, and  others  frequently  occur. 
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The  Delevans  were  Huguenots, 
and  came  at  a little  later  date. 

Matthew  Paterson,  after  whom 
the  town  was  named,  was  a native 
of  Scotland,  and  came  to  this 
country  about  1752,  and  was  an  of- 
ficer in  the  French  War  and  served 
under  Gen.  Abercrombie. 

It  was  probably  through  his  busi- 
ness relations  with  Beverly  Robin- 
son that  he  came  to  Fredericksburgh 
in  1770,  and  it  is  thought  to  be 
through  his  influence,  that  other 
Scotch  families  were  led  to  settle 
here.  During  the  Revolution  he  was 
of  great  service  to  the  government, 
though  he  took  no  active  part  in 
the  War.  From  1782  to  1789  he  was 
a Member  of  Assembly  from  Dutch- 
ess County. 

Alexander  Grant  and  Malcolm 
Morrison,  sons-in-law  of  Elisha  Kent 
of  Kent's  Parish  in  Southeast,  lived 
in  this  vicinity,  and  members  of 
their  families  rest  in  the  old  bury- 
ing ground. 

A Presbyterian  church  was  found- 
ed at  Fredericksburgh  by  Rev.  Dav- 
id Close  in  1772,  but  it  was  not  un- 
til May  20,  1789,  at  a meeting  where 
Matthew  Paterson  and  Alexander 
Kidd  presided,  that  it  was  incorpor- 
ated by  the  election  of  Matthew 
Patterson,  Caleb  Frisbee,  Nathaniel 
Newman,  Abner  Osborn,  Alexander 
Kidd,  David  Beebee  and  Ebenezer 
Palmer,  trustees. 

The  original  church  building 
stood  nearly  a quarter  of  a^  mile 
west  of  the  present  edifice;  the  sec- 
ond, erected  in  1794,  was  built  on 
land  acquired  May  22,  1793,  from 
Stiles  Peet  and  his  wife,  Lydia,  who 
sold  a quarter  of  an  acre  to  the 
trustees — Henry  Ludington,  David 
Hecock,  Lewis  Stebbins,  Samuel  A. 
Baker,  Nathaniel  Newman,  Enoch 
Lewis,  and  Abner  Osborn.  This  is 
now  included  in  the  present  bury- 
ing ground,  and  the  present  church, 
built  in  1836,  stands  a little  further 
to  the  east. 

Henry  Ludington,  mentioned  a- 


bove, lived  some  miles  west  from 
the  church,  in  the  present  town  of 
Kent,  and  was  one  of  the  most  ac- 
tive and  influential  patriots  in  this 
section  during  the  Revolution.  His 
name  is  perpetuated  in  the  county 
where  his  descendants  still  live,  by 
the  name  of  Ludingtonville,  borne 
by  the  hamlet  which  has  grown  up 
about  his  old  home. 

Henry  Ludington  was  the  third 
child  of  William  Ludington  and 
Mary  Knowles,  Henryk,  William-, 
William1)  and  was  born  at  Bran- 
ford, Conn.,  May  25,  1739. 

He  served  in  the  French  and  In- 
dian War,  and  was  but  sixteen  when 
he  was  present  at  the  battle  at  Lake 
George,  where  his  Uncle  Amos  and 
Cousin  Ezra  Ludington  were  killed. 

He  was  present  at  Crown  Point 
and  Quebec,  and  in  the  winter  of 
1759-1760  was  intrusted  with  the 
charge  of  sixty  wounded  and  inva- 
lid soldiers  who  were  to  return  to 
Boston.  He  made  the  journey  suc- 
cessfully despite  severe  cold,  lack 
of  provisions  and  shelter. 

In  recognition  of  his  services  he 
received  the  commission  of  lieuten- 
ant in  the  British  Colonial  Army 
from  George  II,  which  he  held  till 
the  enactment  of  the  Stamp  Act, 
when  he  resigned. 

May  1,  1760,  he  married  Abigail, 
daughter  of  his  Uncle  Elisha  Lud- 
ington, and  removed  to  Dutchess 
County,  N.  Y.,  about  1762  and  settl- 
ed at  Fredericksburgh,  where  Elisha 
Ludington  had  previously  located. 

During  the  Revolution  he  was 
Colonel  of  the  Seventh  Regiment  of 
Dutchess  County  Militia,  and  serv- 
ed with  distinction  in  various  other 
capacities  throughout  the  War.  He 
was  aide  to  Washington  at  the  battle 
at  White  Plains,  and  was  closely  as- 
sociated with  him,  as  he  was  with 
Rochambeau,  Hamilton,  and  John 
Jay,  all  of  whom  were  his  guests 
during  the  War. 

He  served  as  a member  of  As- 
sembly in  the  State  Legislature,  at 
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various  times  from  August  1777  to 
April  1737. 

Henry  and  Abigail  Ludington 
were  the  parents  of  twelve  children, 
of  whom  * Abigail,  Derrick,  Sybil, 
wife  of  Og'den;  Sophia,  wife  of  John 
Caverley,  are  buried  by  their  par- 
ents in  the  Patterson  Churchyard.

It  is  suggested  that  you  give  your  children  this  standard,  this  incen- 
tive to  right  living — a family  chart  such  as  has  been  designed  for  you. 

Our  family  chart  is  a piece  of  good  paper,  26  by  40  inches,  resembling 
the  old  hand-woven  sampler  of  grandmothers  day,  and  on  it  in  colors  are 
the  emigrant  ship,  covered  wagon  and  early  home. 

These  pictures  and  all  lettering  are  in  cross  stitch  in  colors,  and  need 
only  your  records,  written  with  pen  and  ink  to  complete  the  chart. 

The  diagram  is  so  arranged  that  you  need  not  know  the  name  of 
every  ancestor  and  you  may  add  a bit  of  story,  as  well  as  dates.  The 
stories  are  what  make  your  chart  interesting. 

Your  records  preserved  or  your  children  inspired— the  cost  is  small.

‘'Extract  from  new  marriage  Act 
to  go  into  operation  Jan.  1,  1830. 
Marriageable  age  for  male  — 17 
years,  for  female — 14  years. 

I am  bound  to  write  in  this  book 
— The  Christian  and  surnames  of 
the  parties,  their  respective  ages, 
and  places  of  residence;  their  pro- 
fession, trade  or  occupation;  the 
names  and  places  of  residence  of 
two  of  the  attesting  witnesses;  also 
the  day  on  which  the  marriage  was 
solemnized.  . 

If  parties,  between  whom  the 
marriage  is  to  be  solemnized,  are 
unknown  to  me,  I am  to  require 
proof  of  their  identity  by  the  oath 
of  some  person  known  to  me.  There 
must  be  due  inquiry  that  there  is 
no  lawful  impediment  to  such  mar- 
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riage. 

When  requested  by  either  party, 
am  to  furnish  a certificate  specify- 
ing names,  residences,  ages,  occu- 
pations, etc.,  signed  by  my  name/’

The  first  Preston  on  my  chart  was  Lydia,  dau  of  Eliasaph,  b 1686,  but  at 

that  meeting,  I obtained  twenty-five  more  generations  from  the  records 
of  a member  of  that  society. 

We  went  to  a State  Conference,  another  saw  my  chart,  compared 

it  with  hers,  saw  that  we  had  the  same  ancestor  in  1437,  and  added  seven 

more  generations  to  my  line. 

Last  and,  to  date,  best  of  all,  I knew  where  my  great-great-grand- 
father Brockett  was  buried,  had  his  records  and  those  of  his  wife,  Polly 
Richards,  but  lacked  her  date  and  place  of  death.  At  a recent  dinner  party 
in  our  home  one  of  the  guests  looked  at  my  chart  on  the  wall,  discovered 
that  we  were  cousins,  and  offered  me  the  data  from  the  Richards  Bible, 
which  is  now  in  his  possession. 

All  of  which  proves  that  a chart  is  an  easy  way  of  finding  more 

records  of  your  family,  and  of  sharing  what  you  have  collected. 

Suggest  a display  of  charts  at  your  meeting,  and  you  will  find  that 
many  will  receive  benefit.  Have  it  on  guest  day,  and  you  may  obtain 
new  members,  for  your  records  may  prove  eligibility  for  another. 

The  picture  on  the  cover  of  this  magazine  is  of  my  chart,  as  far  as 
it  has  been  filled  in,  and  with  a coat  of  arms  added.  The  ship,  covered- 
wagon,  house,  and  all  lettering,  printed  to  resemble  cross  stitch,  will  be 
on  your  chart  when  it  comes  to  you. 

If  you  like  my  chart,  send  $1.50  for  a chart  for  your  forefathers, 
and — searching,  receiving,  sharing,  on  with  the  hunt  we  go. 

The  chart  had  to  be  designed  for  the  average  person.  If  you  need 
more  lines  in  the  eighth  or  earlier  generations,  place  two  names  on  the 
same  line,  for  the  lines  are  9 V2  inches  .

Army,  died  at  Fort  Riley,  Aug.  3, 
1855  of  cholera.  Statements  con- 
trary to  the  above  have  since  been 
found  to  be  incorrect.)

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SEARCHING  AND  ITS  REWARDS 


Home  again.  In  memory  we  review  the  last  few  weeks — 

At  Toledo,  Ohio,  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  welcomed 
the  editor  of  “Early  Settlers  of  New  York  State”  to  their  State  Confer- 
ence, and  Mrs.  Donahue,  the  gracious  State  Regent,  invited  her  to  the 
platform  to  tell  the  story  of  that  magazine  to  Ohio  Daughters. 

At  Saginaw,  Michigan,  Mrs.  Geagley,  another  charming  State  Regent, 
accompanied  by  her  entire  State  Board  of  Management,  met  your  editor, 
welcomed  her  to  the  Michigan  Conference,  and  invited  her  to  speak  to  the 
Michigan  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 

Forever  in  our  hearts  there  will  be  much  gratitude  for  the  friendly 
kindness  from  these  Daughters  in  neighbor  states,  and  our  hours  of  work 
will  not  seem  so  long,  because  we  know  that  they  too  are  looking  toward 
the  day  when  our  “Early  Settlers”  will  contain  the  records  which  will 
solve  their  problems. 

Searching  in  Michigan  and  Ohio  took  us  into  the  State  Library  at 
Lansing,  also  at  Columbus,  to  Western  Reserve  at  Cleveland,  to  county 
offices,  cemeteries,  churches  and  homes.  Homes  of  many  kinds,  but  one 
we  will  not  soon  forget  was  a farm  home  destitute  of  many  comforts,  and 
there  an  invalid  lady,  completely  blind,  greeted  us  with  a smile  and  cheer- 
fully gave  us  information  about  her  family. 

In  Columbus,  Ohio,  we  enjoyed  so  much  meeting  the  members  of  the 
historical,  genealogical  and  archaeological  societies  of  Ohio,  who  had  come 
together  for  their  annual  session.  Your  editor  felt  it  a real  honor  to  be 
there  as  the  after-dinner  speaker  for  the  annual  banquet. 

After  some  time  in  West  Virginia  and  Virginia,  we  arrived  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.,  for  the  Congress  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion. If  you  are  not  one  of  the  members  of  this  patriotic  society,  I urge 
you  to  ask  a member  to  tell  you  about  the  aims  and  accomplishments  of 
the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  When  you  know  their  work 
as  I know  it,  you  will  say  with  me,  “Every  American  woman  who  is 
eligible,  ought  to  be  a Daughter  of  the  American  Revolution.” 

Mrs.  George  Duffy,  our  understanding  New  York  State  Regent,  and 
the  State  Board  placed  their  stamp  of  approval  on  “Early  Settlers  of  New 
York  State”  by  inviting  the  editor  to  attend  the  New  York  State  luncheon 
in  order  that  she  might  explain  this  endeavor  of  collecting,  preserving, 
and  distributing  records  in  “Early  Settlers.” 

No  trip  to  Washington  would  be  complete  without  searching  among 
the  records  in  the  Library  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution, 
and  again  we  rejoice  that  those  who  serve  us  are  so  capable,  and  so  very 
nice  to  know. 

We  were  particularly  successful  while  searching  for  special  records 
for  clients — to  name  one  find,  four  pages  of  records  from  a family  Bible 
attached  to  pension  papers. 

As  we  searched,  we  met  others  working  just  as  hard  to  find  records 
of  ancestors,  and  there  was  impressed  upon  us  further  evidence  of  the 
truth  of  the  fact  that  all  over  this  land,  descendants  look  to  New  York 
State  for  names  of  their  forefathers.  This  State,  the  gateway  to  the  West, 
was  so  slow  to  realize  the  need  for  vital  records.  Even  Ohio  began  keeping

Certain  “Confessions  of  Faith” 
and  “Articles  of  Practice”  were 
adopted.  Number  8 of  the  second 
read — 

The  first  day  of  the  week  by  way 
of  eminance  is  styled  the  Lord’s 
Day,  and  the  whole  day  ought  to 
be  devoted  to  the  publick  and  pri- 
vate duties  of  religion,  by  assembl- 
ing for  publick  worship,  and  by  at- 
tending to  divine  things  at  home, 
— abstaining  from  labour,  abstain- 
ing from  walking  abroad  to  view 
fields  or  crops,  from  visiting,  world- 
ly conversations,  abstaining  from 
reading  such  books  or  papers  as  are 
not  religious,  and  from  all  other 
worldly  employment  except  works 
of  necessity  and  mercy. 

Both  secret  and  family  prayer  are 
duties. 

Heads  of  families  ought — as  long 
as  they  have  strength  see  that  those 
under  their  care  attend  publick 
worship  and  restrain  them  from 
gaming,  balls,  and  every  vicious 
cause. 

A part  of  the  Covenant — We  do 
in  the  presence  of  God,  angels  and 
men,  without  the  least  known  re- 
serve, devote  ourselves  to  God,  and 
one  another  by  the  will  of  God. 
Promising — to  abstain  from  passion- 
ate revengeful  anger,  to  maintain 
a peaceful,  quiet  deportment  at 
home  and  abroad,  not  to  allow  our- 
selves in  foolish  jesting,  evil  speak- 
ing, nor  tavern  haunting,  but  to 
have  our  conversation  and  company 
as  becometh  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

The  church  is  now  to  be  known 
as  the  “Gainesville  and  Nunda 
Church.”

The  church  appointed  deacons  to 

visit  Sister  and  “labor  with 

her,  it  appearing  that  the  man  with 
whom  she  now  lives,  and  whose 
name  she  bears,  has  another  wife 
living.”  The  deacons  visited  the  sis- 
ter, and  reported  that  she  admitted 
the  accusation  to  be  true.  They  ask- 
ed her  to  attend  a church  meeting 
to  answer  the  charge  against  her, 
and  upon  her  failure  to  do  this,  she 
was  dismissed  from  the  church. 

(Similar  trials  are  mentioned  in 
the  records  of  other  churches,  and 
because  divorce  was  practically  im- 
possible, such  cases  should  be  re- 
membered only  when  also  recalling 
the  times. 


In  those  days  the  school  and 
church  were  organized  long  before 
the  lawyers  moved  into  the  com- 
munity or  courts  were  established. 
The  church  made  the  laws,  and  dis- 
missed from  its  membership  those 
who  did  not  obey  those  laws.  To 
be  denied  church  membership  was 
to  be  ostracised.  Editor’s  note.)

RECORDS  OF  THE  FIRST  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH,  WORCESTER, 
OTSEGO  COUNTY,  NEW  YORK 


In  1792  at  a church  meeting  con- 
vened at  the  home  of  Capt.  Joseph 
Flint  the  members  voted  'That 
members  be  admitted  into  this 
church,  who  do  not  yet  see  their 
way  clearly  to  come  to  the  holy 
supper.” 

“Voted  that  members  from  other 
churches  be  admitted  to  occasional 
communion  on  their  word  for  one 
year,  that  they  may  become  ac- 
quainted with  us,  and  have  the  op- 
portunity to  procure  letters  of  rec- 
ommendation from  the  churches  to 
which  they  belong.” 

In  1801  a complaint  was  placed 
against  a certain  brother. 

Several  members  were  examined 
individually  “as  to  whether  he 
prayed  constantly  morning  and  eve- 
ning, except  something  very  special. 

He  answered  in  the  affirmative, 
which  appeared  to  be  not  true. 
When  labored  with  by  a private 
brother,  he  undertook  to  justify 
himself  by  saying  that  he  prayed  in 
the  evening  and  on  Sabbath  morn- 
ing. On  other  mornings  he  included 
the  whole  of  the  duty  by  praying 
and  giving  thanks  at  the  table.” 

He  confessed  before  the  church, 
repented,  asked  forgiveness,  and 
was  restored  to  his  former  standing.

her  glasses,  which  she  shoved  up 
over  the  frill  of  her  cap.  The  law- 
yer, the  doctor,  and  the  minister 
were  sure  to  gather  around  her  for 
stories  of  the  Revolution,  when  she 
visited  her  son  in  Kinderhook, 
N.  Y. 

Roderick  Beebe  enlisted  after  his 
courtship  of  Anne,  and  was  not 
heard  from  for  a long  time.  One 
day  some  officers  came  in  for  din- 
ner at  her  father’s  hospitable 
house,  and  said  they  were  on  their 
way  back  to  Crown  Point. 

Anna  asked  them,  if  they  knew  a 
Roderick  Beebe.  They  replied  “Yes, 
very  well.  He  is  encamped  at 
Crown  Point.”  Thereupon  she  trac- 
ed her  name  in  new  pins  in  the 


red  cheek  of  an  apple,  wrapped  it, 
and  asked  them  to  deliver  it  to 
Captain  Beebe.  That  brought  him 
on  the  “double  quick”,  so  the 
story  runs. 

Judge  Welcome  Beebe,  nephew  of 
Anne  Vaughn,  had  her  portrait 
painted  just  before  her  death.  How 
I wish  that  I could  find  it!  She 
was  a large  woman,  wore  a full- 
ruffled  cap,  banded  with  black 
ribbon  tied  with  a bow.  Around 
her  neck  gold  beads,  her  dress  was 
covered  with  a high-bib  apron  of 
black  silk,  and  she  usually  sat 
with  a book  in  her  hand. 

(The  editor  will  be  so  glad  to 
hear  from  any  one  who  has  this 
picture.) 

Am  adding  some  extra  data 
which  Mother  had. 

John  Beebe,  born  Nov.  4,  1628.  in 
Broughton,  Eng.,  m Abigail  York, 
dau  of  James  York  of  Stonington, 
Conn.  Mentioned  as  Ensign  John 
Beebe  of  North  London.  In  com- 
pany of  George  Dennison.  Made 
Lieut,  in  1690. 

In  June  1676  during  King  Phillip’s 
War,  Ensign  John  Beebe  with  the 
New  London  Co.  went  up  the  Con- 
necticut River  to  Northampton,  and 
joined  Major  Talcot  with  supplies 
of  which  the  army  was  in  great 
need. 

The  children  of  John  and  Abigail 
York  Beebe  were — -John;  Rebecca, 
who  married  Richard  Shaw,  and — 

Benjamin  Beebe  of  New  London, 
born  about  1670.  He  “Owned  the 
Covenant,”  July  9,  1693.  Mentioned 
with  his  wife,  Aug.  4,  1695.  Both 
were  living  in  1716.  Their  children 
were — Hannah,  m Mr.  Crocker; 
Benjamin,  Ebenezer,  Rebecca,  Jo- 
anna, Clement,  and — 
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John  Beebe,  baptized  at  New 
London,  Dec.  7,  1701,  married  about 

1726  to  Ruth,  Mar.  16,  Sept.  15, 

1794,  dau  of  Sergeant  Joseph  and 
Sarah  Pratt. 

In  1738  they  moved  to  Kent, 
Conn.,  and  in  1762  to  Canaan,  Co- 
lumbia Co.,  N.  Y.  Was  one  of  the 
original  purchasers  of  land  in  Kent. 
He  died  in  Canaan,  July  15,  1788. 
They  are  buried  in  Chatham,  N.  Y. 
Their  children  were— John,  m Mary 
Hill;  Hezekiah;  Daniel,  m Esther 
Pratt;  Anne,  m John  Vaughn;  Mart- 
in, m Dorcas  Hurd;  Sarah,  m John 
Davis;  Trial,  m Thomas  Hurlbut; 
Chloe,  m Ebenezer  Cady;  Tryphina, 
m Eleaxer  Cady. 

John  Beebe  of  Colchester,  Conn., 
born  Dec.  5,  1727,  m Nov.  9,  1749, 
to  Mary  Hill  of  Kent,  Conn.,  by  the 
Rev.  Cyrus  Marsh.  About  1762  the 
family  moved  to  Canaan,  N.  Y. 

Their  children  were  — Roswell, 
Hosea,  Roderick,  who  m Anne 
Vaughn;  Hezekiah,  Philo,  Sylvester, 
Constantine,  John,  Molly,  Julianna, 
Lucy  Ann,  Christiana. 

Roderick  Beebe  and  Anne  Vaughn 
had  — Harry,  Roswell,  Frederick, 
John,  Edmund,  Alexander;  Roder- 
ick, m Harriet  Son;  Trial,  m Peter 
Son;  Milly,  m Mr.  Newman;  Chloe, 
m first  Mr.  Hubbard,  second,  Mr.

John  Vaughn,  Aug.  9,  1732-June 
9,  .1820,  West  Moreland,  Oneida  Co., 
was  in  the  Revolution  for  seven 
years,  son  John  was  a drummer  boy 
and  son  Daniel,  a sergt.  John 
Vaughn  was  the  son  of  Daniel 
Vaughn  and  Mary  Lawton,  and 
married  Anna,  dau  of  John  Beebe 
and  Ruth  Pratt,  at  Kent,  Conn. 

The  children  of  John  and  Anne 
were — Daniel,  Mary,  Anna,  m Capt. 
Roderick  Beebe;  Martha,  m Daniel 
Webster;  John,  Jr.,  m Mary  Hyde; 
Elizabeth,  m Joseph  White;  Trial; 
Frederick;  Parmelia,  m Simon  Hall; 
Roderick,  m Alice  Ward;  George; 
Infant;  Ruth,  m Stephen  Webster; 
Lydia,  m Mr.  Russell;  Nancy. 


The  Mr.  Newman,  husband  of 
Milly  Beebe,  or  it  may  have  been 
his  son,  Henry  Newman,  w'as  quite 
a distinguished  artist,  and  friend  of 
Ruskin  in  England.  I think  that  my 
mother  said  he  married  Ruskin’s 
niece,  and  they  lived  for  years  in 
EgypL  where  the  climate  agreed 
with  the  artist  Newman,  and  where 
so  many  of  his  water  colors  were 
painted. 

The  following  are  the  records, 
which  wTere  wanted  by  Mrs.  Mayor. 
The  editor  found  four  pages  torn 
from  the  Bible  of  John  Vaughn, 
father  of  Anne  Beebe,  and  sent  to 
Washington  in  order  to  prove  her 
claim  for  a widow's  pension. 

These  notes  are  all  copied  from 
papers  in  the  file  of  Roderick  Beebe, 
W 16190,  Revolutionary  Records, 
Veterans'  Bureau,  Washington,  D.C. 

Roderick  Beebe  served  in  the 
Revolutionary  War,  6 mo.  in  1775 
under  Capt.  Baldwin.  Enlisted  for 
the  second  six  months  in  1775,  as 
private.  Served  6 mo.  in  1776  as 
sergeant  under  Capt.  Marvin,  under 
immediate  command  of  Gen.  Wash- 
ington. 

In  1777  he  enlisted  a company  of 
soldiers,  took  command  as  captain 
under  Gen.  Schuyler,  and  received 
a captain’s  pay.  Was  in  battle  of 
White  Plains.  Lived  at  Chatham,  N. 
Y.,  when  he  entered  the  service,  and 
applied  for  pension  from  there,  1832. 

Roderick  Beebe  died  Jan.  2,  1836. 
and  his  widow,  Anne  Beebe,  aged 
80  years,  living  in  Hudson,  N.  Y., 
stated  that  she  married  Roderick 
Beebe,  Mar.  2,  1777,  in  Spencertown, 
Col.  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  applied  for  a 
widow’s  pension  in  1837. 

These  notes  are  taken  from  let- 
ters sent  to  prove  her  eligibility  for 
pension  and  are  in  the  same  file, 
W 16190 — 

1837  Edmund  Beebe  stated  that  he 
was  the  son  of  Roderick  and  A.nne 
Beebe,  that  he  was  54  years  of  age, 
the  fifth  child,  that  he  lived  in 
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Chatham,  N.  Y.  Roderick  and  Anne 
had  fourteen  children.  Quoted  from 
the  Family  Bible  now  owned  by  his 
mother. 

1838  Anne  Parke,  aged  76  years, 
dau  of  Maj.  Martin  Beebe,  near 
Chatham,  was  a cousin  of  Roderick 
Beebe,  who  married  Anne  Vaughn 
of . Lebanon,  Conn.,  who  was  also 
his  cousin.  Anne  lived  at  her  fath- 
er’s home,  while  her  husband  was 
in  the  Revolutionary  Army,  and 
later  they  kept  house  in  Chatham, 
until  Roderick  died. 

1838  Alexander,  aged  38  years,  son 
of  Roderick  and  Anne  Beebe,  sent 
a document  torn  from  the  Bible, 
then  in  possession  of  his  mother. 
The  first  page  of  this  is  the  record 
of  family  of  John  Vaughn,  to  which 
his  mother  belonged. 

1837  A statement  from  Samuel 
French,  aged  79  years,  a soldier  and 
pensioner. 

1851  Triphenia  Palmer,  West  Stock- 
bridge,  Berkshire  Co.,  Mass.,  dau  of 
Roderick  and  Anne  Beebe,  at  whose 
home  Anne  Beebe  died  Aug.  31, 
1849,  leaving  the  following  living 
children,  Alexander,  Chloe  Lovejoy, 
Pamelia  Edwards,  Triphenia  Palm- 
er, asked  for  mother’s  pension.

Some  space  may  be  left  for  more  records;  lines  where  the  forefather 
is  unknown  may  be  filled  with  an  interesting  fact  or  military  service  for 
another;  a coat  of  arms  or  photograph  fills  the  space  reserved  at  the  top.

Home  again,  and  this  time  it  was  a return  from  the  Mohawk  Valley, 
Cherry  Valley,  Butternut  Valley  and  all  the  others  that  lie  in  the  hills  of 
central  New  York  .Otsego  and  Delaware,  Montgomery  and  Schuyler,  and 
the  counties  that  go  as  far  south  as  Binghamton,  and  up  to  the  finger 
lakes. 

If  the  green-covered  hills  and  sparkling  lakes  of  late  spring  thrill  and 
inspire  you,  then  I suggest  you  drive  through  these  same  fields. 

We  lived  again  the  days  of  the  Palatines,  while  we  enjoyed  two  days 
with  Lou  D.  MacWethy,  and  drove  with  him  through  the  historic  valley. 
Mr.  MacWethy  knows  the  Mohav/k  Valley,  as  a good  housekeeper  knows 
her  home,  and  it  is  easy  to  relive  the  early  days  when  one  listens  to  his 
story-telling. 

To  Lou  D.  MacWethy  and  his  weekly  newspaper,  The  St.  Johnsville 
Enterprise  and  News  is  due  much  of  the  credit  for  “putting  St.  Johnsville 
on  the  map.”  He  has  brought  to  our  attention  the  stories,  the  hardships, 
the  valor  and  the  romance  of  those  early  days.  He  has  filled  us  with  a 
longing  to  drive  the  side  roads,  to  walk  in  the  quiet  spots,  and  so  commune 
with  the  ideals  of  those  who  were  there  many  years  ago. 

We  enjoyed  an  evening  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Reaney  in  the 
library  of  St.  Johnsville — the  Margaret  Reaney  Memorial  Library — erected 
to  the  memory  of  Mr.  Reaney’s  mother.  We  saw  the  many  valuable 
books,  the  beautiful  pictures  the  bronzes  which  hold  one’s  attention,  be- 
cause the  perfect  workmanship  makes  them  almost  breathe — all  these 
are  the  gift  of  these  two  home  folks. 

Joseph  Reaney,  born  in  St.  Johnsville,  worked  his  way  to  financial 
success  with  the  help  and  inspiration  of  his  wife.  This  man  with  world- 
wide connections  has  never  grown  too  big  for  his  home  town,  and  today 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reaney  are  the  fairy  god-mother  of  St.  Johnsville. 

The  library  filled  with  reference  books,  the  lending  library,  the 
museum,  the  community  house,  many  benefits  and  pleasures  are  enjoyed 
in  St.  Johnsville,  because  these  two  folks  have  chosen  to  real  benefactors 
to  their  home  town  today.  They  did  not  wait  to  bequeath  in  a will  that 
which  was  left  of  their  estate,  but  while  they  live  also,  they  are  planning 
and  giving  in  order  that  their  neighbors  may  enjoy  what  they  have 
earned. 

We  wish  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reaney  much  satisfaction  and  pleasure 
from  their  generous  gifts  and  their  unselfish  lives.  Would  that  others 
would  realize  the  advantages  and  pleasures  to  be  had  by  playing  Santa 
Claus  to  one’s  own  home  town. 

Attendance  at  the  opening  of  the  Museum  of  the  New  York  State 
Historical  Association  in  the  beautiful  village  of  Cooperstown  made  us 
want  to  linger  in  that  historic  spot.  You  will  never  regret  a stop  at 
Cooperstown,  and  a visit  to  the  museum,  where  Dr.  Alexander,  the 
Director,  is  an  excellent  host. 

Mixed  with  the  joy  of  searching  for  records  and  meeting  interesting 
folks  was  the  picture  at  many  turns  of  the  road — the  neglected,  forgotten 
burying  grounds  filled  with  woodchuck  holes,  bushes  and  brambles.  Stones 
have  been  carried  away,  some  are  broken,  many  have  had  every  letter 
worn  away  by  the  weather,  yet  this  may  have  been  the  only  record  of 
your  ancestors.

Recently  I saw  your  “Early 
Settlers’*  magazine,  and  on  page  5 
of  the  first  volume,  noted  that 
Stephen  Taylor  was  among  the 
early  settlers  in  Northampton  in 
1811. 

I have  no  interest  in  Stephen 
Taylor  other  than  he  was  an  old 
settler  in  the  land  where  my 
forefathers  settled.  The  thought 
came  to  me  that  others  might  be 
interested  in  the  following  which 
was  sent  to  me,- — 

Copied  from  a paper  published 
June  4,  1857,  Winona,  Minn.:  “A 
Veteran  gone  for  thou  are  Free- 
dom’s now,  and  Fame’s.  One  of  the 
few,  the  immortal  names,  That 
were  not  born  to  die.” 

Another  of  our  Revolutionary 
soldiers  is  numbered  with  the 
dead.  Stephen  Taylor  died  at 
Money  Creek,  Minnesota  Territory, 
on  the  second  of  June,  aged  100 
years. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  one  of  the  im- 
mortal band  of  heroes,  who  fought 
and  bled  in  the  battles  of  the  Rev- 
olution, and  to  whose  undaunted 
patriotism  we  are  indebted  for  our 
Independence.  He  was  an  early 
pioneer  of  New  York  State,  having 
settled  in  Allegany  County,  which 
he  helped  redeem  from  its  primi- 
tive wilderness,  and  he  was  one  of 
the  first  surveyors  and  civil  of- 
ficers of  the  county. 

The  funeral  ceremonies  will  be 
held  at  the  Congregational  Church, 
where  a sermon  will  be  preached 
by  the  Rev.  Waterman,  this  after- 
noon at  three  o’clock.

The  following  story  of  Mr.  Clark 
was  printed  in  a Winona  paper 
about  six  years  ago,  when  he  and 
his  wife  celebrated  their  64th  wed- 
ding anniversary.  He  was  my 
mother’s  cousin,  and  a copy  of  both 
articles  were  sent  to  me.  My  love 
of  family  history  prompted  me  to 
send  this  to  you,  hoping  that  it 
would  interest  some  descendant, — 

“Asbury  B.  Clark,  a Civil  war 
veteran  and  an  old  resident  here, 
can  recall  seeing  and  hearing 
Stephen  Taylor  when  he  was  a 
boy.  Mr.  Clark  will  be  90  years  old 
on  Sept.  2,  1933,  and  he  was  nine 
or  ten  years  of  age  when  Stephen 
Taylor  died  in  1857.  (He  was  14 
years  at  that  time.) 

Mr.  Clark  said  that  when  he  was 
a boy  he  attended  a July  Fourth 
celebration  near  where  the  city  of 
Winona  now  stands.  At  that  cele- 
bration, the  orator  of  the  day  was 
paying  tribute  to  veteran  soldiers, 
probably  1812  heroes  as  well  as 
soldiers  recently  returned  from  the 
Mexican  war.  Near  the  close  of  his 
speech,  he  grew  a bit  facetious,  and 
remarked  that  all  that  was  needed 
to  make  that  day  complete  was 
the  presence  of  some  Revolution- 
ary soldiers.  Expecting  nothing  but 
smiles,  he  was  greatly  surprised, 
when  upon  inviting  all  Revolution- 
ary soldiers  in  the  audience  to  join 
the  others  on  the  platform,  Stephen 
Taylor  walked  up.  He  was  intro- 
duced and  made  a short  speech. 

Mr.  Taylor  took  part  in  the  cap- 
ture of  Fort  Ticonderoga.” 

I wish  to  compliment  you  on  the 
splendid  work  you  are  doing.

Many  years  before  her  death  in 
1910,  Emma  Josephine  Foster  of 
Carmel,  N.  Y.,  and  her  good  friend, 
Julia  Raymond  Livingston  began 
to  copy  the  records  of  families  in 
Putnam  County.  Many  of  the 
original  records  are  now  destroyed, 
and  we  owe  much  to  these  two 
who  made  copies  that  we  are  able 
to  publish  today. 

They  lived  among  these  families, 
were  related  to  many  of  them,  and 
knew  the  others,  and  as  they  work- 
ed they  made  pencil  notations.  Be- 
cause they  were  careful  workers, 
we  believe  that  the  notes  are  au- 
thentic, and  for  that  reason  they 
are  included,  distinguished  by  the 
parentheses. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  Bessie 
Foster  Reed  and  Marilla  Foster  for 
having  preserved  this  valuable  col- 
lection, and  for  giving  it  to  us  to 
publish.

Chance  took  us  to  that  home,  and  now  as  a 
result,  each  month  two  small  pages  from  this  large  collection  is  published 
in  our  magazine. 

This  week  in  Cazenovia  at  the  home  of  the  parents  of  Miss  Christine 
Atwell,  we  saw  the  result  of  more  than  fifteen  years  of  the  real  work 
of  gathering  family  records.  In  an  attempt  to  save  these  records.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Atwell  wrote  several  letters  to  persons  interested  in  this  work, 
but  the  answer  was  always  the  same-— the  returns  from  genealogical  pub- 
lications do  not  pay  the  printer.  No  one  wanted  to  publish  the  records, 
but  we  knew  Miss  Atwell,  knew  that  she  was  careful  and  conscientious, 
and  promised  to  take  the  records,  and  publish  a little  as  we  could. 

Mrs.  Atwell  said  to  us,  “I  am  so  glad  you  came,  it  was  Providential, 
and  we  are  relieved  and  happy  to  know  that  all  the  libraries  that  have 
your  magazine,  will  have  Christine’s  work.  Publishing  so  little  each  month, 
it  will  take  years  to  publish  all  of  these  records,  what  will  happen  if  you 
die?” 

I answered  her,  “At  that  time  my  responsibility  will  be  no  more.  I 
will  have  done  what  I could.” 

In  the  mail  today  there  were  letters  from  three  folks,  who  are  inter- 
ested in  this  kind  of  work  and  like  to  copy  records,  but  they  would  also 
like  to  feel  that  their  is  some  benefit  to  others,  so  they  offer  to  send  their 
records  to  us  for  publication.  We  gladly  accept  all  records,  because  the 
larger  the  collection,  the  more  valuable  it  is,  and  we  are  always  hoping. 

Hoping  for  what?  Hoping  for  more  subscribers.  Today  with  records 
high  on  all  sides  of  us,  we  are  publishing  a sixteen-page  monthly  maga- 
zine— only  sixteen  pages,  so  small  because  there  are  not  enough  sub- 
scriptions to  pay  for  more.  That  could  easily  be  doubled,  yes,  made  four 
times  the  size,  if  everyone  who  reads  this  appeal,  would  subscribe. 

During  our  first  three  years  we  published  some  reference  to  more 
than  35,000  pioneers.  What  would  we  do  with  an  increased  number  of 
pages? 

While  you  are  searching  everywhere  for  a record  of  your  ancestor, 
the  data  may  be  written  on  a page  in  our  home.  It  may  never  be  known, 
for  it  is  a prisoner  waiting  until  your  subscription  sets  it  free.  Here  also 
is  proof  of  eligibility  for  new  members  for  your  society,  and  we  need  new 
members.  Every  chapter  should  have  our  magazine  in  its  possession. 

Where  is  there  any  promise  of  future  Americans  if  we  let  our  records 
die?  It  is  because  we,  who  should  care,  have  gone  our  own  ways  with 
little  interest  in  our  neighbors,  that  those  same  neighbors  have  been  given 
the  opportunity  to  make  their  own  standards.  Today  we  must  pay  for 
our  neglect.

It  is  with  , sincere  regret  that  we 
announce  the  death  on  June  10, 
1939,  of  our  friend,  Christine  Orange 
Atwell  of  Cazenovia,  New  York. 

Miss  Atwell  was  the  daughter  of 
George  Tillotson  Atwell  and  Mary 
Hart  Dalglish  Atwell,  the  grand- 
daughter of  George  H.  Atwell  and 
his  wife,  Orange  Sophia  Tillotson, 
and  of  George  Dalglish  and  his 
wife,  Christine  McNab. 

Orange  Sophia  Tillotson  was  born 
in  Cazenovia  in  1827,  and  was  the 
daughter  of  Ephraim  Tillotson  and 
his  wife,  Rachael  Wadsworth. 

George  H.  Atwell  was  the  son  of 
William  Atwell  and  Sarah  Gardner. 

Miss  Atwell,  a graduate  of  the 
Cazenovia  Seminary  and  of  Syra- 
cuse University,  devoted  the  last 
fifteen  years  of  her  life  to  history 
and  genealogy,  and  for  six  years  be- 
fore her  death  was  Regent  of  Owah- 
gena  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution. 

When  the  third  edition  of  “Amer- 
ican Women,”  a biographical  dic- 
tionary of  outstanding  women,  was 
published  June  30,  1939,  Christine 
Atwell  was  in  the  list.  Too  late  for 
her  to  know  of  this  honor,  but  not 
too  late  to  accord  her  a deserved 
recognition. 

Miss  Atwell  was  sincere,  able, 
and  very  careful  in  the  work  that 
she  did,  and  her  huge  file  of  rec- 
ords collected  during  these  years 
has  been  given  to  us  by  her  father 
and  mother,  and  will  be  published 
in  every  number  of  the  magazine 
until  the  last  record  is  published. 

Before  her  death,  Miss  Atweil 
compiled  and  published  a history  of 


Cazenovia.  The  facts  are  interest- 
ingly told,  and  the  book  is  well 
worth  the  dollar,  which  is  the  price 
asked  for  the  book.

Busy  days  are  very  much  with  us.  In  addition  to  searching  in  every 
nook  and  corner  for  ancestors,  we  have  attended  the  New  York  Conference, 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  the  Pennsylvania  Conference  in 
Erie,  Penna.,  and  a Chapter  meeting  in  Pultney,  Vermont.  The  Pennsyl- 
vania Daughters  again  gave  that  same  cordial  welcome  to  this  New  York 
Daughter,  and  the  gracious  State  Regent,  Mrs.  Forney,  invited  her  to  the 
platform  to  explain  this  work  of  gathering  and  publishing  records  of 
pioneers.  The  very  sincere  interest  shown  by  these  Daughters  makes  one 
believe  that  there  is  an  awakening  in  this  country  of  interest  in  our 
founders. 

We  are  now  in  Vermont,  evergreen  trees  are  on  all  sides,  beyond  them 
are  the  hills,  then  wide-open  spaces  and  snow  capped  mountains,  the  spirit 
of  Christmas  is  with  us.  One  feels  the  majesty  of  God  in  these  open  spaces 
and  at  the  same  time  feels  a nearness  to  the  Christ  Child  in  the  midst  of 
these  hills  and  friendly  Vermont  folks,  and  it  is  good  for  the  soul. 

Last  night  we  ate  a New  England  supper  in  a delightful  colonial  inn  in 
Waterbury,  whose  hostess  is  the  great-grand-daughter  of  the  man  who 
built  the  home  in  1816.  After  supper  we  started  for  Jericho,  less  than 
thirty  miles  away,  where  w^e  wanted  to  search  the  next  morning,  but  as 
the  dirt  roads  grew  narrower  and  the  houses  further  apart,  we  became 
quite  prepared  to  turn  back  in  order  to  find  a place  to  sleep. 

Before  eight  o’clock  we  reached  our  destination,  and  the  lights  of  our 
car  revealed  one  store  all  dark,  and  the  only  gas  station  was  just  shadows 
in  the  night.  There  was  one  more  store,  and  in  it  burned  one  bulb,  for  that 
door  had  not  yet  been  locked.  One  was  reminded  of  that  other  night  when 
a father  held  an  oil  lamp,  while  his  son  became  President  of  the  United 
States. 

The  kind  store  folks  said,  “Go  to  Mrs.  Stiles  in  the  second  house,  and 
if  she  will  not  take  you  in,  come  back,  and  we  will  take  care  of  you.”  We 
found  a delightful  lady  of  seventy-nine,  who  greeted  us  cordially,  and  asked 
us  to  make  her  home  ours.  Although  she  kept  house  for  herself,  she 
graciously  shared  it  with  two  strangers,  who  had  come  to  her  door.  We 
slept  well  in  a feather  bed,  and  enjoyed  breakfast  with  her  in  this  home  of 
many  rooms  and  doors,  kept  spotlessly  clean  by  its  owner  who  said  that 
she  rather  wear  out  than  rust  out.  She  wanted  us  to  stay  a second  night, 
and  much  as  we  wanted  to  breathe  in  more  of  the  charm  of  that  lady  and 
her  home,  we  had  to  continue  our  searching  in  other  towns. 

Do  you  know  that  records  of  transfers  of  property  are  found  in  the 
offices  of  Town  Clerks  in  Vermont? 

Vermont  gives  one  no  feeling  of  being  hurried  nor  crowded,  even  its 
villages  have  very  few  homes,  and  these  well  apart,  but  every  little  group 
of  houses  has  its  well-kept  church  and  its  library.  So  as  we  search  for  the 
records  of  those  who  began  this  State,  we  are  filled  anew  with  respect  for 
our  American  pioneers,  and  with  reverence  for  the  same  God  that  watched 
over  them,  and  the  same  Christ  Child  who  will  be  with  us  this  Christmas, 
and  every  day  that  follows. 

Greater  love  for  God,  more  love  for  cur  neighbors  is  what  this  war- 
filled  world  needs,  and  in  the  spirit  of  Christmas,  we  wish  for  you  more  of 
this  kindly  love  that  brings  the  good  things  of  life.

CHURCH  AT  MIDDLE  GRAN VI 

Notes  taken  from  the  books  of 
records. 

At  a conference  holden  at  Capn. 
Goulds  in  Granville,  agreed  to  send 
the  following  Letter  to  Mr.  Hibard 
of  Poultney,  Vt.,  April  5,  1782. 

Whereas  God  in  his  Providence 
has  cast  our  Habitation  so  contigu- 
ous as  to  make  it  convenient  for  us 
to  assemble  together  for  social 
worship,  and  having  a desire  to  en- 
joy all  Gospel  Ordinances,  — these 
lines  are  humbly  to  ask  your  pres- 
ence council  and  Assistance  — in 
laying  a foundation  for  the  gather- 
ing of  a church. 

At  a church  meeting  holden  at 
Capn.  Stocking's,  March,  1783,  Eb- 
enezer  Walker  was  chosen  Moder- 
ator and  Clerk  in  the  absence  of 
Mr.  Jones. 

A letter  was  written  Sept.  26, 
1786  to  Mr.  Oliver  Hitchcock,  as 
follows: 

Being  destitute  of  the  ordinances 
of  a preached  Gospel,  and  having 
had  some  opportunity  to  acquaint 
ourselves  with  your  ministerial 
Gifts  and  qualifications,  we  do 
earnestly  request  you  to  settle  with 
us  in  the  Gospel  Ministry,  that  this 
part  of  the  flock  of.  Christ  may  be 
fed  with  the  milk  of  the  word,  and 
may  enjoy  all  the  Ordinances  that 
Christ,  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  hath  left,  for  the  growth, 
comfort  and  edification  of  His

Nov.  21,  1786,  Mr.  Hitchcock  re- 
plied— 

Accepted  — and  that  we  rnay 
live  and  grow  up  together  as  heirs 
of  the  grace  of  life  that  in  the  end. 
I may  be  able  to  say  here  am  I and 
the  children  thou  hast  graciously 
given  me. 

This  from  your  sincere  and 
hearty  friend  till  death, 

Oliver  Hitchcock. 

The  church  watched  carefully  the 
conduct  of  its  members,  and  brought 
offenders  before  the  church  for 
trial,  at  which  time  they  could 
plead  guilty,  show  proper  repent- 
ence  and  be  forgiven,  or  they  could 
be  dismissed  from  the  church.  The 
following  notes  name  some  of  the 
transgressions: 

1790.  A lady  of  the  church  wras 
charged  “with  spending  time  in 
frolicking  with  young  people,  and 
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an  unbecoming  fondness  for  an- 
other man.”  She  refused  to  appear 
and  submit  to  the  authority  of  the 
church,  and  was  therefore  voted 
guilty. 

1789*The  church  considered  a com- 
plaint against  Anna  “for  unreason- 
ably disturbing  the  peace  of  her 
husband”. 

Nov.  16,  1802.  Complaint  placed 

against  Rebecca  for  demanding  a 
right  of  dower  in  lands  sold  to  her 
son,  although  had  made  ample  pro- 
vision for  his  parents  before  the 
death  of  his  father. 

Nov.  23,  1802.  Rebecca  appeared  be- 
fore church,  but  there  was  not 
proper  repentence. 

Nov.  29,  1802.  A committee  an- 
nounced that  Rebecca  had  confes- 
sed that  she  had  no  right  to  the 
dower,  that  she  had  done  wrong, 
and  asked  forgiveness  of  her 
brethren  and  all  concerned.  The 
church  voted  to  make  public  her 
confession,  and  all  would  be  satis- 
factory. 

1806.  The  church  voted  “that  simp- 
ly the  saving  of  expense  in  putting 
up  at  a tavern  is  no  excuse  for 
journeying  on  the  Sabbath. 

In  case  any  member  of  this 
church  should  in  future  journey  on 
the  Sabbath  having  no  other  excuse 
than  what  is  above  specified,  a 
public  confession  of  his  fault  shall 
be  deemed  requisite  in  order  to 
give  Gospel  satisfaction.” 

1843.  A member  collected  S2.25  to 
purchase  a gold  finger  ring  for  the 
Ladies’  Fair  of  Jan.  25.  He  was  ac- 
cused of  paying  only  $1.50  for  the 
ring,  and  75c  for  a cane  for  himself. 
His  receipt  and  affidavit  v/ere 
forged. 

The  member  stated  this  did  not 
come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
church,  because  the  offense  was 
committed,  if  committed  at  all,  pre- 
vious to  his  admission  to  the 
church.  Church  ruled  that  he  make 
gospel  satisfaction  for  his  wrong.

Keep  in  mind  that  you  are  making  a sampler,  something  of  beauty 
to  be  treasured  for  many  years,  not  just  a page  of  names  and  figures. 
This  is  a versatile  family  chart,  a piece  of  paper,  but  with  your  records 
and  arrangement,  it  becomes  an  inspiration.

FIRST  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH,

from  the  Presbyterian  Church 
Books  by  Miss  Christine  Atwell,  and 
are  part  of  the  collection,  which  she 
left  at  the  time  of  her  death. 

“The  Rev.  Joshua  Leonard  start- 
ed from  Ellington,  Conn.,  on  horse- 
back, rode  into  the  infant  settle- 
ment of  Cazenovia  in  1799,  tied  his 
horse  to  a fence,  walked  into  the 
Land  Company’s  office  and  offered 
to  hold  services  in  the  schoolhouse 
near  the  lake,  the  following  Sunday. 
Then  and  there  ended  his  adventur- 
ous journey  and  then  and  there  be- 
gan the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Cazenovia. 

“The  Rev.  Joshua  Leonard  (of  the 
6th  generation  from  the  progenitor 
James)  came  to  Cazenovia  in  1798, 
stationing  himself  on  the  rim  of  civ- 
ilization as  it  advanced  westward

Mrs.  Lucy  S.  Cadogan  of  Hornell 
sent  the  following — 

Copied  from  the  will  of  John 
Dodge  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Surrogate  of  Herkimer  County. 

The  will  of  John  Dodge  was  pro- 
bated 1829,  in  it  he  names — Wife, 
Sally;  sons,  John,  Daniel,  Hiram, 
James  M.,  Washington,  Ira  and 
Ezra;  daus,  Louisa  and  Harriet. 

John  Dodge  considered  himself 
entitled  to  land  in  Ohio  for  services 
as  a Revolutionary  soldier. 

In  a Herkimer  County  History  it 
is  stated  that  Ira,  above-named  son, 
was  b in  Frankfort  in  1817,  and  liv- 
ed later  in  Litchfield,  both  Herkim- 
er County. 

There  is  also  mention  of  “the  son 
of  John,  a sergeant  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary War,”  and  states  that  John 
planted  the  flag  on  the  wall  of  a 
fort  without  getting  a wound,  and 
was  called  bullet  proof.

HERE  AND  THERE 


From  snow  banks  in  New  York  to  flowers  in  South  Carolina,  from  ice 
in  Michigan  to  daffodils  in  Virginia,  and  now  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  where 
magnolias  are  in  blossom — it  is  two  months  since  we  were  home. 

An  outstanding  memory  of  South  Carolina  is  that  picture  of  Erook- 
green  Gardens  near  Myrtle  Beach.  Live  oaks  with  such  huge  trunks  and 
spreading  branches  that  a mere  human  feels  his  littleness.  The  moss  which 
hangs  on  the  trees  adds  to  the  very  deep  conviction  that  God  is  all  power- 
ful, and  that  no  person  can  improve  God’s  plan  for  nature,  nor  his  plan 
of  Christian  living  for  people. 

The  japonica  trees  were  filled  with  their  rose-like  flowers,  other 
masterpieces  of  nature  were  in  their  places,  and  a well  made  plan  of  the 
gardens  provided  niches  for  sculpture  from  the  hands  of  well  known 
artists. 

Parts  of  poems — the  very  choicest  words  that  the  most  humble  citizen 
could  read,  and  reading,  breathe  inspiration,  hope  and  contentment  into 
his  soul — were  chiseled  in  marble  slabs  which  were  erected  in  the  gardens, 
as  if  to  let  a man  read  and  better  understand. 

No  fee  is  asked  as  one  enters  this  paradise,  for  it  is  a gift  from  two 
folks  who  so  love  nature,  that  they  provided  a sanctuary  for  any  man. 

Filled  with  new  energy  we  have  been  searching  for  more  records  of 
those  who  lived  close  to  God  and  nature — our  forefathers,  those  who  lived 
on  frontiers. 

Reading  records  of  marriages  in  1773  in  Virginia  makes  one  wish  New 
York  State  had  preserved  vital  records. 

Again  we  are  impressed  with  the  advantages  of  searching  for  more 
than  one  family.  When  searching  records  for  one  family  name,  we  have 
found  other  families  living  in  a town  where  we  had  no  reason  to  expect 
to  find  them. 

Very  valuable  data  may  be  found  in  the  application  for  pensions 
made  by  the  soldiers  of  the  American  Revolution,  but  so  many  who  served 
never  filed  applications  for  they  were  not  living  in  1818  when  the  act  pro- 
viding for  pensions  was  passed. 

While  searching  for  a Richard  Jones  of  Maryland  with  dau,  Jemima, 
we  found  the  connecting  link  for  a New  York  State  family.  This  was  our 
first  indication  of  any  place  of  residence  prior  to  New  York;  we  would 
probably  never  have  found  him,  if  we  had  not  had  both  problems. 

For  the  benefit  of  the  Jones  family,  the  following  was  copied  from 
pages  of  yellow  paper  on  which  Richard  Jones  wrote  the  records  of  his 
family.

SETTLEMENTS  OF  ESTATES  OF  EARLY  RESIDENTS  IN  MONROE  CO. 


The  North  part  of  Ontario  Coun- 
ty, which  originally  bordered  on 
Lake  Ontario,  was,  at  first  called 
Northfield.  This  name  was  changed 
in  1806  to  Boyle.  From  this  Town, 
Penfield  was  taken  off  in  1810,  and 
Perinton  in  1812.  The  remaining 
portion  of  Boyle  was  then  called 
Smallwood.  Smallwood  was  divided 
Mar.  25,  1814,  into  two  parts,  named 
respectively,  Brighton  and  Pittsford. 

What  is  now  Gates,  Parma  and 
Riga,  was  formed  Mar.  30,  1802, 
under  the  name,  Northampton. 
Greece  was  also  included  in  this 
section.  Parma  and  Riga  were  set  off 
in  1808,  and  Greece  in  1822. 

Ontario  County  was  formed  from 
Montgomery  County  in  1789.

An  effort  has  been  made  to  list  all  family  names  used  as  first,  midd! 
or  last  names  without  increasing  the  size  and  cost  of  the  Index,  for 
those  names  may  be  found  the  clue  to  grandparents.
